TICs under the same regulation as 
condominiums, much like the at¬ 
tempts of Proposition N, which failed 
to pass citywide in November.

But be¬ 
cause the last Board of Supervisors 
had heavy ties to developers, the leg¬ 
islation went nowhere, and tenant ad¬ 
vocates instead opted for the more 
radical Proposition N. 

“Proposition N proponents did 
not put this compromise legislation 
on the ballot, they put everything they 
wanted on the ballot,” said Daly. “It 
was a very strong tenant measure.”

Hundreds join Berkeley demo 
over drug company profiteering

O n Monday, March 5, nearly 200 
demonstrators gathered at the Bayer 
Corporation’s West Berkeley research 
facility to protest the company’s par¬ 
ticipation in a lawsuit to block access to af¬ 
fordable HIV drugs in South Africa. 

Protesters picketed outside the company’s 
offices for nearly an hour. Following the pick¬ 
et, some 39 protesters sat down in front of the 
compound gates and were arrested by Berke¬ 
ley Police, including the vice mayor of Berkeley 
and several Berkeley City Council members. 

The demonstration, organized by ACT 
UP/East Bay and endorsed by over 50 organi¬ 
zations and individuals, was one of dozens held 
across the U.S. and world as part of a “Global 
Action to Stop Medical Apartheid” called by 
South Africa’s Treatment Action Campaign. 
Activists demanded that Bayer withdraw from 
a lawsuit by the Pharmaceutical Manufactur¬ 
ers’ Association of South Africa against a South 
African law that allows the manufacture or im¬ 
port of generic drugs; hearings on the suit 
began Monday but were delayed. Bayer, the 
only Bay Area participant in the lawsuit, does 
not selfahti-HTV medications. 

AIDS treatment advocates claim that only 
about 0.2 percent of the estimated 4.5 million

HIV-infected people in South Africa can af¬ 
ford patented medications, and that the avail¬ 
ability of generic equivalents could bring the 
price of treatment down from about $15,000 
annually to less than $500 per year.

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'Queer' banner at LGBT Center 
drawing plenty of response

T he “Queerest Place in America” doesn’t 
look it. 

In fact, the only way you’d know that 
the building under construction beside 
the dowager Victorian at 1800 Market Street 
is being built as a comprehensive center for 
the LGBT communities is from the huge ban¬ 
ner that proclaims “The Center: The Queer¬ 
est Place in America.” 

Since the site just down Market Street 
from the Castro is “not on a lot of radar 
screens” in San Francisco, the banner was de¬ 
signed as a promotional tool, a “means of 
branding and provoking thought,” according 


to Mike Marshall. 

Marshall is the interim executive director 
of the San Francisco Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Community Center Project. By 
its wording, the banner, stretched across the 
open building’s steel skeleton, seems to be 
doing what it is supposed to: draw attention 
and provoke discussion. 

The word “queer” is loaded with overlaid 
meanings for different people and groups, 
and the banner has drawn a range of re¬ 
sponses from pleased or offended persons. 

The center plans to hang new banners 
with different messages every two to three 
weeks. 

Marshall says most responses (to be post¬ 
ed on the center Web site, www.sfcenter.org) 


have been positive, but he shares a sheaf of e- 
mails which cover a lot of emotional ground:

Bugs Untf er 
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Dog owner supports 
change in law for DPs

, I haron Smith, the partner of 
dog mauling victim Diane 

' Whipple, will have an un¬ 
likely ally in her efforts to lobby 
for a change in state law to give 
comparable rights to domestic 
partners in civil lawsuits: dog 
owner Robert Noel. 

In an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter on Tuesday, March 
6, Noel said he and his wife Mar¬ 
jorie Knoller strongly support a 
change in the law. 

“There should be another al¬ 
ternative to full-blown marriage,” 
he said. 

Noel said he was well aware of 
the legal challenges faced by gay 
couples through the work he and 
Knoller have done on behalf of a 
volunteer AIDS legal referral ser¬ 
vice. Noel and Knoller are attor¬ 
neys. 

But Noel questioned Smith’s 
motivation for filing a wrongful 
death suit. 

“Ms. Smith has her own agen¬ 
da,” said Noel. “If she was so com¬ 
mitted to Ms. Whipple, then why 
didn’t she register as a domestic 
partner? She could have also filed 
for a legal adoption as Ms. Knoller 
and I did with [Pelican Bay in¬ 
mate] Paul [Schneider.] You can 
get an adult adoption for less than 
it costs to get a marriage license.” 

Noel categorized Smith’s 
planned wrongful death suit as 
“malicious prosecution.” 

“There’s no legal basis for it, I 
don’t know what else you could 
call it.” 

Noel said he expects the suit 
will be thrown out of court. 

Meanwhile, Smith’s attorneys 
say they are on track to go ahead 
with the suit. Kate Kendell, the ex¬ 
ecutive director of the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights, told the 
B.A.R. that Whipple’s recently 
found will, though informal and 
not drawn up by an attorney, 
could be very beneficial in estab¬ 
lishing their case. 

If Smith wins her wrongful 
death suit, it would be a first be¬ 
cause state law currently only al¬ 
lows married couples the right to 
collect in wrongful death. Kendell 
will be co-counsel on the wrong¬ 
ful death suit with Smith’s lead at¬ 
torney, Michael Cardoza. 

“The important lesson here is 
that gay and lesbian couples pro¬ 
tect themselves and often that 
means getting the help of a 
lawyer,” said Kendell. 

Kendell and other activists 
hope that the Whipple case will 
fuel support for AB25 that would 
give domestic partners compara¬ 
ble rights in civil lawsuits. 

Meanwhile, San Francisco Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Terence Hallinan 
said he hopes to make a decision 
over criminal charges by late this 
week or early next week. 

This past week, the criminal 
investigation took a number of 
new twists ranging from renewed 
political bad blood between Hal¬ 
linan and Mayor Willie Brown to 
hints of bestiality. 

Late last week, a warrant grant¬ 
ing authorities the right to search 
the apartment of dog owners 
Knoller and Noel was made pub¬ 
lic. The document gave police di¬ 
rection on the search they con¬ 
ducted last month. It reveals for 
the first time that police were told 
to look for “any photos, drawings, 
or materials depicting cruelty to

animals, including sexual acts 
with dogs; any material or corre¬ 
spondence describing sexual acts 
by Noel or Knoller that involve 
dogs.” 

Prosecutors say they can’t re¬ 
veal any information about the 
evidence seized in the home or 
whether they suspect the couple 
had been engaged in bestiality. 

Noel vigorously denied any in¬ 
volvement with bestiality in his 
interview with the B.A.R. 

“That’s the Department of 
Corrections typical bullshit,” he 
said. 

In an interview published in 
the San Jose Mercury News on 
Monday, March 5, Noel and 
Knoller’s newly adopted inmate 
son, Paul Schneider, also angrily 
denied it. 

“Hell, no,” he said when asked 
if he had ever seen pictures de¬ 
picting bestiality between the dogs 
and the couple. “I don’t even want 
to justify that by talking about it.” 

Noel said that another erro¬ 
neous report had suggested that he 
videotaped Knoller and Schneider 
having sexual intercourse in 
prison. Noel said that he wasn’t 
even allowed to enter the prison 
with a digital wristwatch camera. 

“How am I going to get a video 
camera in, past the metal detector, 
and the eight guards? And how is 
Marjorie going to get past the 
concrete and glass to have sex with 
Paul? That doggie sex thing has 
the same ring to it as that. There’s 
absolutely no truth to it.” 

Noel told the B.A.R. that he 
will request a change of venue if 
criminal charges are filed because 
of the saturation of negative and 
false reports in the media. 

Schneider planned to represent 
himself on Wednesday, March 7 in 
a hearing held at the Pelican Bay 
prison that will decide how much 
of the evidence seized from the cell 
he shared with prisoner Dale 
Bretches should be turned over to 
prosecutors. Authorities have al¬ 
leged that Schneider and Bretches 
ran an attack dog breeding busi¬ 
ness from prison, allegations 
strongly denied by Noel and 
Schneider. At Wednesday’s hear¬ 
ing, Knoller was appointed as 
Schneider’s attorney at his request. 

The Pelican Bay hearing sparked 
a new round of sniping between 
Brown and Hallinan. Before it was 
decided that the proceeding would 
be held in Pelican Bay, Brown said it 
should not be held in San Francis¬ 
co. The mayor cited security con¬ 
cerns. Hallinan countered that he 
was concerned Brown’s involve¬ 
ment could further delay charges 
being filed and said that the mayor 
should stay out of it. 

“He didn’t have a proper place 
getting involved, trying to have an 


impact on the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem,” Hallinan told reporters out¬ 
side a scheduling hearing at the 
Hall of Justice on Monday, March 
5. That hearing concluded with 
Superior Court Judge Lenard 
Louie deciding it made the most 
sense for the hearing to be held at 
Pelican Bay Prison in Crescent 
City, more than 350 miles north of 
San Francisco. 

Police have said that one of the 
strongest pieces of evidence 
against Noel and Knoller is the 
Manstopper attack dog training 
book that was discovered by a 
television reporter in the course of 
an interview with Noel. Police in¬ 
sist the book wasn’t there when 
they searched his apartment and 
have accused him of hiding it. 
Noel said that’s not true. 

“It was right there all the time. 
They just left it. Why, I don’t 
know,” he said. 

Noel said that because the book 
was part of a protected legal pack¬ 
et sent to him by Bretches, it is 
protected by attorney-client privi¬ 
lege. Noel said he will turn the 
book over to the special master, 
the legal term for the court-ap¬ 
pointed intermediary, but he ex¬ 
pects the special master won’t turn 
it over to police or prosecutors. 

Noel said he also will fight the 
effort to put his female dog, Hera, 
to death unless it can be proven 
that Hera joined the male dog, 
Bane, in the January 26 attack on 
Whipple. ▼

1 1 conference titled “Renewing 
Ek HIV Prevention” will be

Francisco. The daylong meeting is 
designed to boost the use of re¬ 
search in HIV prevention by 
bringing scientists face to face 
with people who might benefit 
from their findings. 

The agenda includes poster 
sessions, workshops, and formal 
presentations by HIV experts. 

Sponsored by the Center for 
AIDS Prevention Studies of the 
AIDS Research Institute at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, San Francisco, 
the event is aimed at sharing CAPS 
research findings with a range of 
people from health service 
providers to policy makers to mem¬ 
bers of the community at large.

Keynote presentations will be 
made by Cynthia Gomez, of 
UCSF’s CAPS and AIDS Research 
Institute, whose work has focused 
on diverse populations; Ron Stall 
of the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, who has focused 
on finding ways to halt the spread 
of HIV in the U.S. and abroad; 
and Barry Zack of Centerforce, 
who has developed health educa¬ 
tion and intervention programs 
for prisoners. 

Among the presenters will be 
Tooru Nemoto, a UCSF/CAPS ex¬ 
pert on male-to-female transgen¬ 
der issues. His panel will include 
community collaborators. 

Goldstein, the organizer, said 
the conference, planned as the 
first of an annual series, parallels 
CAPS outreach efforts via mailed 
fact sheets in English and Spanish; 
a Web site (www.caps.ucsf.edu); 
and through academic journals. 

She added that for the confer¬ 
ence, “The key is providing infor¬ 
mation on science we are develop¬ 
ing; there won’t be a lot on how to 
talk to your doctor or specifically 
how to prevent” infection. 

Goldstein said panelists hope 
to convey useful information to 
interested professionals and com¬ 
munity members, and to discuss 
with them the implications of in¬ 
vestigators’ findings. ▼ 


Lecture on organ transplant issues Wed.

T he Bay Area HCV Consor¬ 
tium, a California nonprof¬ 
it, community-based organi¬ 
zation, will sponsor a forum on 
organ transplant and medical 
management issues for HlV-he- 
patitis C (HCV) co-infection peo¬ 
ple this Wednesday, March 14, in 
San Francisco. 

The free program will feature 
speakers Dr. Michelle Roland, an 
adjunct professor of medicine 
with the University of California, 
San Francisco AIDS program; and 
Ed Wakil, associate medical direc¬ 
tor of the Liver Disease Manage¬ 
ment and Transplant program at 
California Pacific Medical Center 
in San Francisco. 

Alan Franciscus, director of the 
Hepatitis C Support Project and 
chair of the Bay Area HCV Con¬ 
sortium, noted that protease in¬ 


hibitor regimens (highly active 
antiretroviral therapy) can pro¬ 
long the lives of those with HIV. 
High rates of HIV-HCV co-infec- 
tion, however, can exacerbate 
management of HIV disease and 
HIV may accelerate liver damage 
brought on by HCV infection. 

With longer life expectancy of¬ 
fered by widespread use of HAART 
and high rates of co-infection, 
more HIV-positive people are de¬ 
veloping end-stage organ failure. 
Popular medical wisdom generally 
has excluded HIV-positive people 
from receiving organ transplants. 
However, a small case series from 
the large transplant center at the 
University of Pittsburgh offered 
liver transplants to five co-infected 
patients who absent HIV disease, 
met liver transplant criteria. The 
prognosis of this patient group was 
better than anticipated. HAART 
regimens were shown to control 
HIV progression at least in the 


short term in spite of the im¬ 
munosuppression brought on by 
the use of anti-rejection drugs 
post-transplant. The upcoming 
forum will showcase co-infection 
medical management issues and 
touch upon the ethical dilemma 
presented by organ transplantation 
of co-infected persons. 

The forum is co-sponsored by 
Community Health Resource 
Center, the Hepatitis C Support 
Project, the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, and the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health. ▼ 


The forum takes place in the 
north tower auditorium at 
Davies Medical Center, at 
Castro and Duboce streets. 
Doors open at 6 p.m. for 
refreshments; the program 
starts at 6:30.

Civil unions bill introduced in state Legislature

question: How to make 
MM meaning - even beauty - 
mm out of horror? 

The answer, Gustavo Serina 
hopes, will be found in art. 

Specifically, a sculpture memo-' 
rial to gay victims of the Nazi 
Holocaust and its aftermath, to be 
integrated into the Pink Triangle 
Park and Memorial project under 
way in the Castro. The park is at 
the intersection of Castro, Market, 
and 17th streets. 

Serina has been centrally in¬ 
volved in the project. A commit¬ 
tee is now seeking design propos¬ 
als from artists; the deadline for 
submissions is this Tuesday, 
March 13. 

The call for designs asks for a 
“landscape-driven, sculptural 
memorial” to people who suffered 
due to their sexual orientation, dur¬ 
ing and after the Nazi Holocaust. 

“We’re encouraging artists to 
give their imagination full rein, 
and then after we make a decision, 
we’ll go from there,” said Serina, a 
longtime resident who Calls him¬ 
self simply a “neighborhood vol¬ 
unteer.” 

He hopes that through the 
memorial and park, “people will 
contemplate the horrors of the 
past and how they continue in the 
present, as with Matthew Shepard, 
and maybe they will think of a fu¬ 
ture where such horrors are a 
thing of the past.” 


Fellow organizer Joe Foster 
said the fact that gays were perse¬ 
cuted by the Nazi regime under 
Paragraph 175 of the German 
criminal code is well known. What 
is not as familiar is their contin¬ 
ued persecution for sexual orien¬ 
tation during the subsequent Al¬ 
lied Occupation of Germany and 
then in the Federal Republic.. 

The Web site of the U.S. Holo¬ 
caust Memorial Museum 
(www.ushmm.org) details Nazi 
persecution of gay men - lesbians 
and non-Germans were generally 
exempt - from 1933 onward. 

“Between 1933 and 1945,” ac¬ 
cording to the museum, “the po¬ 
lice arrested an estimated 100,000 
men as homosexuals. Most of the 
50,000 men sentenced by the 
courts spent time in regular pris¬ 
ons, and between 5,000 and 
15,000 were interned in concen¬ 
tration camps. 

There is no reliable figure for 
the number of homosexuals who 
died in the camps.

W ell, who knew. It seems 
like just yesterday that 
LGBT Californians were 
holding their collective breath for 
legislation that would allow them 
to visit their lovers in the hospital. 


During the Nuremberg trials, 
Allied judges were faced with 
claims from small numbers of gay 
men who survived the forced 
labor, abuse, and Castration prac¬ 
tices of concentration camps. 

Foster said that the judges de¬ 
termined that original sentencing 
of gays under Paragraph 175 - ba¬ 
sically an anti-sodomy law - was a 
“legitimate application” of Ger¬ 
man justice. The Allied judges sent 
many gay camp survivors back to 
prison on those grounds, al¬ 
though the concentration camps 
were closed. 

The same rationale derailed 
gay claimants’ hope of monetary 
reparations. 

Moreover, Foster said, gay 
claims against people who worked 
in the camps often backfired. 
Camp personnel who brutalized 
gays forced to wear the pink trian¬ 
gle badge were judged later to 
have been enforcing legitimate 
German justice, were not charged

Fast forward to March 2001 and 
suddenly we’re looking at a full- 
fledged civil unions bill, as in gay 
marriage Vermont-style. 

AB1338, drafted by civil rights 
organizations like Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund, the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
and the National Center for Les¬ 


bian Rights, was introduced last 
week by Assemblyman Paul Ko- 
retz, a Democrat from West Hol¬ 
lywood who otherwise leads a het¬ 
erosexual life. Just like our liberal 
mountain state to the east, the leg¬ 
islation would allow LGBT cou¬ 
ples to form a civil union and be 
entitled to all the benefits and re¬ 


sponsibilities of marriage. 

“We commend Assembly- 
member Koretz for introducing 
the bill,” said Eric Astacaan, lob¬ 
byist for California Alliance for 
Pride and Equality. 

Although Astacaan acknowl¬ 
edged that the current climate

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R ookie state Assemblyman Paul Koretz 
(D-West Hollywood) took a step to¬ 
ward equal rights last week when he 
introduced AB1338, a bill that would allow 
civil union licenses to be issued to gay and 
lesbian couples by county clerks. While the 
bill still has a long way to go before be¬ 
coming law - and even that is in doubt - 
we appreciate Koretz’s gutsy move to fur¬ 
ther the discussion among lawmakers 
about the inequities that exist for same-sex 
couples in the Golden State. 

AB1338 would grant gay and lesbian 
couples living in the state the same rights 
and responsibilities as married couples. 
While some in the community aren’t wild 
about gay marriage, many here and in 
other states view it as one of the most im¬ 
portant issues facing us. To that-end, civi¬ 
lized talk about Koretz’s bill in the Legisla¬ 
ture would likely bring up the many injus¬ 
tices that same-sex couples face and that 
married couples do not. California’s four 
Democratic lesbian legislators - Assembly¬ 
women Carole Migden (San Francisco), 
Jackie Goldberg (Los Angeles), and Chris¬ 
tine Kehoe (San Diego), and state Senator 
Sheila Kuehl (Los Angeles) - have signed 
on as co-sponsors. In announcing the bill, 
Koretz said that some of the rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities that would be covered under 
the proposal include access to health in¬ 
surance, state taxes, community property, 
child custody, probation, and other areas. 

After last year’s disastrous Proposition 
22 victory, the gay and lesbian community 
had to regroup. And, despite a Legislature 
dominated by Democrats, many were slow 
to oppose Proposition 22; and if they did, 
it wasn’t something they publicized much. 
We would like to see more Democrats 
come out in support of Koretz’s bill, which, 
even if it’s not approved, would put some 
pressure on legislators to debate the mer¬ 
its of the bill and would certainly highlight 
the fact that right now same-sex couples 
are treated as second-class citizens in the 
state. Even Sharon Smith, the partner of 
dog-mauling victim Diane Whipple, will 
have a tough time in her effort to file a 


wrongful death suit against the married 
couple who owned the dog. This horrific 
cases points to the need for civil union leg¬ 
islation. Another pending bill, 
Migden’s AB25, would allow do¬ 
mestic partners to sue in wrong¬ 
ful death cases; this too, deserves , 
discussion and approval in the 
Legislature. 

Interestingly, one of the major 
hurdles Koretz faces in getting move¬ 
ment on his bill isn’t homophobia - it’s 
the state’s energy crisis. For 
months, lawmakers and Gov¬ 
ernor Gray Davis have been 
wrestling with power genera¬ 
tors, an unsympathetic federal govern¬ 
ment, and public power advocates, trying 
to undo the failed electricity deregulation 
signed by former Governor Pete Wilson. 


Already, groups that have little to do with 
the energy mess are finding that Davis and 
the lawmakers have given their issues (such 
as education reform) less attention. While 
it’s natural that some legislation gets 
overshadowed during an emergency, 
we hope that legislators will soon get 
back to the business of holding hear¬ 
ings on other matters that also are 
important. Koretz’s bill, in our opin¬ 
ion, falls into this category, along 
j with Migden’s AB25. 

Last year Davis pledged to 
sign pro-gay legislation in 
2001; we look to him to keep 
his word and not use the 
state’s power emergency, as he likes to call 
it, to once again veto bills that would afford 
us more equality and lessen discrimination 
in our daily lives. T 
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What he didn’t say

I ast week I listened carefully as George 
W. Bush gave his first nationally tele- 
lm vised address to a joint session of 
Congress. The absence of a civil rights agen¬ 
da in his speech met my low expectations 
for this administration. 

Bush focused on his tax cut plan - much 
of which would benefit the upper 1 percent 
of the nation’s income bracket. And he dis¬ 
cussed his plans to channel tax dollars to re¬ 
ligious-based initiatives, ironically on the 
very same day that news broke in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. about a pamphlet, printed and dis¬ 
tributed at taxpayer expense, that told peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS that “Jesus is our hope!” 

Bush’s speech was not an official State of 
the Union address - that will come next 
year. But given its prominence, it may as 
well have been one. And as far as federal ac¬ 
tivity is concerned, the state of the GLBT 
movement is not good. Hate crimes and 
non-discrimination legislation are stalled in 
Congress both because of the intransigence 
of the conservative House leadership and 
because of the lack of interest on the part of 
the Bush administration. 

Some of the most devastating discrimi¬ 
nation we in the GLBT community face is 
at the hands of our own government. The 
federal government treats us as second-class 
citizens and neither Bush nor his conserva¬ 
tive colleagues in Congress propose to do 
anything about this. 

While I listened to Bush’s speech, I found 
myself thinking of two counties that quiet¬ 
ly moved forward recently - Merrimac 
County in New Hampshire and James City 
County in Virginia. 

With absolutely no fanfare or publicity, 
each county recently adopted a sexual orien¬ 
tation non-discrimination policy for county 


employees. In the case of James City County, 
this policy was enacted unanimously by a 
Board of Supervisors that is comprised of 
four Republicans and one Democrat. 

While it might appear at first glance un¬ 
usual that two counties in New Hampshire 
and Virginia would take such measures, they 
are hardly alone. More than 150 towns, 
cities, and counties now have measures that 
ban discrimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation and in some instances, gender 
identity. These entities range in size 
from tiny Sorrento, Maine, with a 
population of 355, to New York 
City, with more than 7 million peo¬ 
ple. 

And as we assess the state of the 
states, we see a flurry of state leg¬ 
islative activity - some bad, but 
more good - that demon¬ 
strates just how out of 
touch Bush and his con¬ 
servative colleagues in 
Congress are when they ignore our needs. 

As I write this, advances are being made 
in every part of the country in such areas as 
hate crimes, civil rights, recognition of 
GLBT families, domestic partnership bene¬ 
fits, education and safe schools, and health 
care. Examples of bills that have momen¬ 
tum and stand a very real chance of passing 
this year are: 

• In New York, the New York Assembly 
passed the Sexual Orientation Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act on a strong 113-33 vote. 
The bill now goes to the Republican Senate 
for a vote. If it survives, New York will be¬ 
come the 12th state to pass a civil rights 
measure that bans discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation. 

• In Texas, both House and Senate com¬ 
mittees have passed hate crimes legislation 
that would add sexual orientation to the 
state’s hate crimes law and would make it 


more enforceable. If the bill becomes law, 
Texas would become the 22nd state to adopt 
hate crimes legislation that includes sexual 
orientation. While Texas acts on this im¬ 
portant bill, Bush and the Congress sleep. 

• In California, legislation is anticipated 
that would add gender identity to the state’s 
anti-discrimination law covering employ¬ 
ment and housing. 

All in all, the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force is tracking 311 bills that could 
affect the GLBT or HIV/AIDS community 
in the 48 state legislatures that currently are 
in session. Of these bills, a slight majority 
are favorable. 

Of course, dark clouds dot 
the horizon. Possible ballot ini¬ 
tiatives that attack our commu¬ 
nity are taking shape this year in 
Houston, Dade County, 
Michigan, and Washing¬ 
ton. We continue to fight 
mean-spirited and anti- 
GLBT legislation that would ban same-sex 
marriages and, in some cases, same-sex civil 
unions, and would prevent gay and lesbian 
people from adopting children. We contin¬ 
ue to monitor a determined and entrenched 
religious right political movement that sees 
anti-GLBT legislation and ballot initiatives 
as an organizing and fundraising tool. 

But with public opinion and the in¬ 
evitable march of civil rights history on our 
side, we will make advances this year and 
the next and the year after that. And perhaps 
by the time that Bush seeks re-election three 
years from now, he will come to understand 
that he ignores the GLBT community at his 
own political peril. ▼

TIC legislation needed

First of all, Chris Daly’s TIC legislation is former Su¬ 
pervisor Sue Bierman’s legislation, not Proposition N; 

I wish this were Proposition N. Daly’s legislation is 
weaker than Proposition N. It does not include two- 
unit buildings and it will condo-convert all existing 
TICs. I urge the board to amend the legislation to in¬ 
clude two-unit buildings. 

The other lie is that the legislation is anti-queer 
couples. Believe me, as a 30-year queer activist I would 
never support anti-queer legislation. Many queer ac¬ 
tivists in town support this legislation. Regarding 
queer couples: the legislation does not ban TICs, it 
brings them under the condo-conversion law. The law 
still allows queer couples to form TICs, and it allows 
domestic partners to evict just as partners of straight 
couples can.

First, let’s frankly acknowledge 
that the left is rotted out, both locally and at the na¬ 
tional level. Second, let’s begin building the left anew, 
step by step from the bottom up, cutting out what is 
rotten, building on what is good. Finally, let’s re¬ 
ground the left on the practical, common sense reali¬ 
ties of the majority of ordinary citizens. 

The well-being of our community may depend on 
it.

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• Laser Skin Resurfacing 
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A shot in the arm 
for transgender rights

T here has been a lot of talk in 
the media lately about 
transgender health care. 
This column will be no exception. 

By now, you have probably 
heard that things are on track for 
the city and county of San 
Francisco to approve health 
benefits for city workers 
undergoing transsexual 
procedures. It’s a very big 
deal, and makes San 
Francisco the only 
place in this 
country willing 
to take such a 
bold step. It’s 
also led to plenty of those “only in 
San Francisco” comments floating 
around the press. 

I always find “only in San Fran¬ 
cisco” to be an interesting phrase, 
and doubly so in this case. I sim¬ 
ply cannot understand why the 
concept of providing fair treat¬ 
ment to a group of people should 
be an “only in San Francisco” 
event, and one that is held up as 
little more than a joke. 

It really makes me wonder 
what lies behind some of the press 
on this health benefits proposal. 
Do some of the pundits seriously 
expect me to believe that hordes 
of transgendered people are set to 
descend on San Francisco, intend¬ 
ing to make off with some sort of 
“special rights” coverage that will 
benefit transgendered people in 
favor of the needs of the non- 
transgendered? 

San Francisco stands poised to 
make a bold statement about basic 
civil rights. Given the city’s histo¬ 
ry of providing equal rights for its 
citizens, making sure that city 
workers have equal access to 
health care seems like a perfectly 
reasonable action to take. 

You may be a little confused as 
to how making sure that city-em¬ 
ployed transsexuals can get 
surgery is an example of provid¬ 
ing equal rights. Let me explain: if 
a city employee were to face breast 
cancer, they would be eligible to 
have a mastectomy covered under 
their benefits package. But if that 
same person were to require a 
mastectomy due to being a fe- 
male-to-male transsexual, then 
that procedure would have to 
come out of their own pocket: by 
making a particular identification, 
a transgendered person instantly 
becomes ineligible for benefits 
that are freely given to those who 
are not transgendered. 


I’m not a city employee, but I 
do note that every health plan I’ve 
been on has included a basic ex¬ 
clusion against any transgendered 
health coverage. Transsexual surg¬ 
eries are routinely discounted, la¬ 
beled as “cosmetic” or “experi¬ 
mental.” I have yet to understand 

how this is considered experi¬ 
mental, given that the first 
modern vaginoplasty (the 
creation of a neo-vagina 
and surrounding struc¬ 
tures) was performed in 
1931, and the first modern 
phalloplasty (the surgical 
formation of a 
penis) dates 
back to 1948. 
Certainly, after 
more than 50 years, it has to be 
something other than experimen¬ 
tal. You can probably guess my 
feelings about considering trans¬ 
sexual surgeries as “cosmetic.” 

But the standard ex¬ 
clusions go much 
fur¬ 
ther 
than 
just 
genital 
surgery and 
hormone treatments. 

They can go so far as to 
exclude anything that can 
be tied to transgenderism. If 
someone does indeed get vagino¬ 
plasty, then develops health com¬ 
plications that can even remotely 
be tied to that vaginoplasty - then 
their insurer can avoid paying on 
that claim. That’s just not right. 

Frankly, it is things like the 
above that have kept me out of a 
lot of doctor’s offices. I don’t need 
to have my physical ailments to 
magically be linked into my trans¬ 
genderism, simply to make sure 
that my insurer doesn’t need to 
pay an otherwise valid claim. 

It is important to note that the 
coverage planned for San Francis¬ 
co isn’t something that will “spare 
no expense.” It includes a cap of 
$50,000 per person, for life. It also 
requires the patient to cover any¬ 
where from 15-50 percent of the 
cost of surgery, rather than paying 
for it all. This covers a lot of needs, 
but does keep things from going 
overboard. 

It also requires that a person 
work for the city for a minimum 
of one year before they are eligible 
to take advantage of these bene¬ 
fits. 

I find it curious that, if you 
were to believe some of the news 
reports on these benefits, you 
might suspect that a flood of city- 


employed transgendered people 
are going to rush off to their doc¬ 
tor for a quick “nip and tuck.” This 
isn’t exactly the case. 

From the estimates of the 
Transgender Civil Rights Imple¬ 
mentation Task Force, there are a 
mere dozen people employed with 
the city who identify as transsexu¬ 
al. Of those, approximately half 
have already handled their surgi¬ 
cal needs, or do not desire surgery. 
So this leaves, at current, only six 
people who would be using these 
benefits to get some form of 
transsexual-related surgery. Hard¬ 
ly the droves of people that some 
have indicated. 

Of course, this brings up one 
of my pet peeves: why 
does the city only 
have 12 transsexual- 
identified employees 
out of a work force 
of around 28,000 
people? Seems to be 
small numbers when 
compared to the es¬ 
timated 16,000 
transgendered peo¬ 
ple within the city. Of 
course, maybe knowing 
that San Francisco will 
provide equal med¬ 
ical coverage will 
draw more quali¬ 
fied transgender 
applicants to 
apply. 

I can’t 
stress that 
more: we’re 
not talking 
about city- 
employed transsexuals getting so- 
called “special rights.” We’re talk¬ 
ing about health care, which is a 
basic civil right. And we’re talking 
about equal coverage for equal 
work. Neither of these seem like 
difficult concepts to grasp, do 
they? 

So when these benefits come 
up to a vote by the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors and approval by the 
mayor, I trust our leaders will 
strike a blow for equal rights, and 
make the city and county of Sari 
Francisco a proud model that 
other cities can follow. 

Hey - maybe there is some¬ 
thing to this being an “only in San 
Francisco” happening after all. ▼

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Redistricting is the 
name of Sacto game

O ne of the most intense polit¬ 
ical events to take place this 
year in Sacramento will be 
the redistricting of congressional, 
state Senate, and Assembly dis¬ 
tricts. Due to reapportionment, 
California will gain one House 
seat, bringing the state delegation 
to 53 members. 

To politicians, officeholders, 
and would-be officeholders, redis¬ 
tricting and reapportionment are 
all about power. In California - 
with its top-heavy majorities in 
both the state Senate and Assem¬ 
bly, and with a Democrat in the 
Statehouse poised to approve 
what most assume will be Demo¬ 
cratic-favored redistricting lines - 
that control this time around goes 
to the Democrats. Bluntly speak¬ 
ing, California Republicans are 
most likely resigned to the worst 
of political scenarios. Though the 
real redistricting moves must wait 
until detailed census data becomes 
available in a few months, those in 
charge of the process - again, De¬ 
mocrats - are already gearing up 
for what could be a power move . 
Such a move could not only deter¬ 
mine future control of the U.S. 
House of Representatives, 
but also which politicians 
get the best chance to ad¬ 
vance up the political lad¬ 
der, and which party 
likely keeps control of 
state government at 
least until the next 
census rolls 
around. 

San Francis¬ 
co, with its two 
Assembly seats, is said to already 
be considered in the political mix 
of redistricting. One report that I 
keep hearing is that state Senate 
President John Burton, with an 
eye toward the next S.F. mayoral 
contest (Burton is serving his final 
term in the Senate and Mayor 
Willie Brown is in his final term) 
is reportedly thinking of a way to 
somehow redraw Assembly Dis¬ 
trict 12, now held by Kevin Shel¬ 
ley, so that the district would ex¬ 
tend further into the City’s east 
side. Then, Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom, often mentioned as a 
mayoral candidate, would be able 
to run for the Assembly the next 
time around, eliminating New¬ 
som as one possible opponent for 
would-be mayor. 

Exactly how that move might 
sit with other San Francisco polit¬ 
ical groups remains to be seen, 
particularly in the light of the fact 
that Superior Court Judge Lillian 
K. Sing, a popular figure in the 
Chinese American community, 
has all but announced her candi¬ 
dacy for the 12th District seat. Su¬ 
pervisor Leland Yee is reported¬ 
ly telling friends and supporters 
he, too, is looking at a possible 
race in that district, and there 
surely will be others, some with 
good name identification. 

Both Assemblyman Shelley, 
whose 12th District seat currently 
covers roughly the West side of 
San Francisco, or the left part of 
the city (as well as a small slice of 
San Mateo County), and Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden, 
whose 13th District now covers 
most of the East side of San Fran¬ 
cisco, or the right side of the city, 
are serving their final terms in the 
Assembly, thanks, of course, to the 
idiotic term limits. 


Among those said to be inter¬ 
ested in succeeding Migden in the 
13th District are Board of Super¬ 
visors President Tom Ammiano, 
Supervisor Mark Leno, and sev¬ 
eral other candidates. One report I 
heard - twice - over the weekend 
was that former District 8 supe 
candidate Eileen Hansen is

thinking of entering the District 
13 race as well (does Ammiano 
know about this?). 

And in the event that the re¬ 
drawing of District 12 were to 
make the race for Assembly a bit 
more appealing for New¬ 
som, Burton could ex¬ 
pect to have some 
tough - very tough - 
competition if he 
wants to replace 
Mayor Brown. For¬ 
mer Supervisors An¬ 
gela Alioto and Bar¬ 
bara Kauf¬ 
man, former 
mayoral can¬ 
didate Clint 
Reilly, Migden, Shelley, and former 
Mayor Art Agnos are just some of 
the names being mentioned for the 
next mayoral contest. Stay tuned; 
this one could be fun.

Meanwhile, city Treasurer 
Susan Leal looks like a shoo-in 
for another term this November, 
and although prominent attorney 
Neil Eisenberg had told me 
twice in the past few weeks he is 
“seriously” considering a run for 
City Attorney Louise Renne’s 
job, I wouldn’t bet on it. 

Hey, I follow the Board of 
Supes meetings on TV too, and 
from where I sit three of the hard¬ 
est working new supervisors ap¬ 
pear to be Chris Daly, Sophie 
Maxwell, and Aaron Peskin, 
while more than a few continue to 
ask “how did that guy with the 37- 
vote win ever make it to the 
board?” Just repeating the com¬ 
ments I hear, folks. 

Observers watching the up¬ 
coming April 10 Los Angeles may- 
oral election are saying that City 
Council member Joel Wachs, the 
openly gay candidate, appears to be 
polling very well and likely will 
make it into the mayoral runoff 
with L.A. City Attorney Jim Hahn. 

In the event that GOP banker 
William E. Simon Jr. does be¬ 
come a Republican candidate for 
governor next year he likely will be 
asked about that $2,000 political 
contribution he made to Democ¬ 
rat Kathleen Brown when she 
ran against Republican incumbent 
Governor Pete Wilson in 1994. 

And, another rumored GOP 
guv hopeful, actor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger is getting an 
early, albeit rude indoctrination 
into the world of California poli¬ 


tics. No sooner had Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger floated himself as a possible 
candidate than Governor Gray 
Davis’s political operatives dug up 
a hit piece on the muscle-boy 
actor from the current issue of 
Premiere magazine, a movie mag 
that claims the 53-year-old action 
star has pig valves in his heart and 
accuses him of swinish behavior 
toward women. Davis’s top strate¬ 
gist immediately made sure the 
magazine piece, as well as two 
other related tabloid stories, made 
their way to political news desks 
around the state. The fax cover 
sheet was entitled “AH-nuhld’s 
Piggish Behavior,” and continued 
with “here’s the Premiere expose 
on might-be gubernatorial 
wannabe AH-nuhld; this piece 
lays out a real ‘touching’ story.” 

Will he never learn? GOP 
House Majority Leader Dick 
Armey of Texas (who once called 
Massachusetts Democratic Repre¬ 
sentative Barney Frank “Barney 
Fag” on the House floor) stuck his 
foot in his mouth again last week. 
Armey wrote a letter to NAACP 
accusing the civil rights organiza¬ 
tion of “racial McCarthyism.” 
Armey, never a civil rights advo¬ 
cate, and certainly never one for 
gay rights, criticized the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People by citing an ad 
run by the National Vote Fund, an 
organization affiliated with the 
NAACP, that attacked George W. 
Bush during the campaign for in¬ 
difference to the Texas dragging 
murder of James Byrd Jr. by 
three white supremacists. Armey 
also accused the NAACP of incit¬ 
ing racially divisive protests over 
Florida’s voting irregularities. 

Speaking of which, for the 
caller who gloated “I told you so” 
after the Miami Herald issued its 
“results” of the Miami-Dade vote 
recount, here are some things you 
might want to think about: I real¬ 
ize the Republicans have rushed to 
use the Miami Herald results from 
Miami-Dade County to justify 
their illegitimate president, but 
these same people ignore the very 
fact that Al Gore picked up 682 
votes in Palm Beach, which, if al¬ 
lowed to be used in the final tally, 
would have given the state to the 
former vice president. The Herald 
report also does not take into ac¬ 
count that at this time the 
statewide recount has Gore up by 
over 1,000 votes. And, though the 
Florida Supreme Court ordered a 
statewide recount, Bush was de¬ 
clared the winner only after the 
U.S. Supreme Court halted a 
Florida recount that many experts 
say would have easily erased 
Bush’s 537-vote win. Further, last 
week a Florida task force seeking 
ways to prevent a repeat of the 
election fiasco urged the state Leg¬ 
islature to adopt a uniform 
statewide system of voting and re¬ 
counting and, most importantly, 
to bar election officials themselves 
from working on individual cam¬ 
paigns. That same nonpartisan 
panel said outmoded equipment 
and the lack of any uniform stan¬ 
dard for recounting contested 
ballots resulted in more than 
180,000 votes being thrown out 
across the state of Florida. The 
fact remains, dear reader, that the 
only vote count that was actually 
won by Bush took place in the 
U.S. Supreme Court. Unfortu¬ 
nately for democracy and honest 
elections, that was also the only

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Gay Cuba libre!

U ust when you reflect on how 
1' bad things have been for gays 
IMP in the United States, some¬ 
thing reminds you how much 
worse it could be. Not long ago, a 
small town in Mexico barred 
“dogs and homosexuals” from the 
local beach. President Robert Mu¬ 
gabe of Zimbabwe has banned 
gays from his country’s book 
fairs and publicly calls us 
“dogs.” In some Islamic 
countries, homosexual 
acts still are punishable 
by death. It puts in per¬ 
spective Congress’ failure to 
pass the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act. 

Now comes the 
Oscar-nominated 
film Before Night 
Falls to expose the horrific denial 
of individual rights in Cuba since 
Fidel Castro seized power 42 years 
ago. A few stalwart admirers of 
Castro in the U.S. have demon¬ 
strated against the film (which is, 
if anything, too easy on the dicta¬ 
tor). One protester told a newspa¬ 
per that, while he hadn’t actually 
seen the movie, he had been in¬ 
formed it contained “lies” about 
Cuba. The irony is that such 
unauthorized protest in Cuba it¬ 
self would have landed him in jail. 

Directed by Julian Schnabel, 
Before Night Falls chronicles the 
life of the gay Cuban writer 
Reinaldo Arenas (played superbly 
by Javier Bardem). Arenas, born 
into poverty in 1948, initially sup¬ 
ported the Cuban revolution with 
its promises of free education and 
medical care. His first book even 
won a prize from Castro’s cultur¬ 
al watchdogs. 

But the romance of revolution 
soon died. One of the regime’s 
first acts was to prohibit assem¬ 
blies of more than three people. 
The news media quickly came 
under state control. The govern¬ 
ment recruited a network of spies 
in neighborhoods across the 
country to report dissident activ¬ 
ity. Those who dared to criticize 
the government - even if they 
were generally sympathetic to 
communism - were imprisoned. 
Denounced as “counter-revolu¬ 
tionaries,” some were forced to 
admit guilt for their political 


“crimes” against the state in show 
trials worthy of Stalin. 

The Castro regime has also 
been ferociously anti-gay. As early 
as 1965, the Cuban government 
began sending homosexuals to 
prison farms and labor camps 
where they were brutally mistreat¬ 
ed. According to early gay-rights 
activist Frank Kameny, newspaper 
accounts of these camps triggered 
the first pickets in front of the 
White House by gays, who held 
up signs asking, “Cuba perse¬ 
cutes gays; Is the U.S. 
much better?” Repres¬ 
sion in Cuba was thus 
used to shame the U.S. 
government into treating 
gays more tolerantly. 

Nevertheless, in 
the 1960s and 1970s 
Castro had his devo¬ 
tees among Ameri¬ 
can gay civil rights activists allied 
with the New Left. Some even 
went annually to Cuba as part of 
the “Venceremos Brigade” (VB) to 
help harvest the country’s sugar 
cane crop. 

While assistance was welcome, 
officials openly worried about the 
inclusion of gay Americans in the 
VB. A 1972 policy statement de¬ 
scribed gay Americans as “partic¬ 
ularly dangerous at this time be¬ 
cause they join a cultural imperi¬ 
alist offensive against the Cuban 
revolution.” 

The same policy statement de¬ 
nounced homosexuality within 
the country as “a social pathology 
which reflects leftover bourgeois 
decadence” that “has no place in 
the formation of the New Man 
which Cuba is building.” In other 
words, homosexuality was an ar¬ 
tifact of capitalism that had to be 
purged. 

Arenas himself felt this turn of 
the screws. As an associate in¬ 
formed him, the Castro govern¬ 
ment distrusted artists and writers 
because they create beauty and to- 
talitarians cannot control beauty. 
Arenas’s work was soon censored 
by authorities. He was forced to rely 
on literary admirers to smuggle his 
manuscripts out of the country for 
publication. Arenas and his circle of 
gay intellectual friends were closely 
watched by informers and fre¬ 
quently harassed by police. 

Before long, Arenas was im¬ 
prisoned on false charges of mo¬ 


lesting a child. After managing to 
escape, he was captured and re¬ 
turned to prison, where he was 
tortured and placed in solitary 
confinement. 

Such experiences have not 
been unusual for gay Cubans 
under Castro’s rule. In 1970, an 
anonymous group of gay Cubans 
managed to sneak out a letter to 
gay civil rights activists in the 
United States. In the letter, they re¬ 
vealed how Cuban authorities 
persecuted gays through methods 
ranging from “physical attack to 
attempts to impose psychic and 
moral disintegration upon gay 
people.” These facts, the letter 
noted, were “quite in contradic¬ 
tion with the success stories being 
told abroad” by some of Castro’s 
left-wing gay apologists. 

Of course, life for gays in the 
U.S. was no picnic in the 1960s 
and early 1970s. But the depriva¬ 
tions, punishments, and denials of 
basic liberties in Cuba went far be¬ 
yond anything experienced here. 
As the gay Cubans’ letter conclud¬ 
ed: “If in a consumption society, 
run by capitalists and oligarchs, 
like the one you are living in, ho¬ 
mosexuals experience suffering 
and limitations, in our society, la¬ 
beled Marxist and revolutionary, 
it is worse.” 

Arenas tried desperately to es¬ 
cape his nightmarish country, 
once attempting unsuccessfully to 
float to Florida on an inner tube. 
Others have used makeshift rafts 
and even balloons for the same 
purpose. Arenas himself finally 
fled to the United States during 
the 1980 Mariel boat-lift along 
with thousands of other “crimi¬ 
nals,” including many gay Cubans, 
released by Castro. 

So while we bemoan the re¬ 
maining barriers to full equality in 
the U.S., we are fortunate to live in a 
country where the basic guarantees 
of free speech, free press, assembly, 
and due process apply even to us. As 
bad as it might seem sometimes, 
nobody is jumping on driftwood in 
the open seas to get out. ▼

Last 
week she started yet another series 
of aggressive chemotherapy treat¬ 
ments. Ms. Reagan and her hus¬ 
band, Dennis Revell, live in Sacra¬ 
mento and visit San Francisco reg¬ 
ularly, often going to the theatre 
and enjoying the city’s restaurants. 

Former first daughter Chelsea 
Clinton will graduate from Stan¬ 
ford this June and those close to 
the Clintons’ only offspring say 
she is then likely headed to Eng¬ 
land’s Oxford University where 
her dad studied. 

And you likely didn’t see this 
one on the front page, but an 18- 
year-old Texas Christian Universi¬ 
ty freshman, who claims to be the 
boyfriend of President Bush’s 


daughter, Jenna, was arrested at a 
frat party last week in Fort Worth 
and quietly released several hours 
later to a man whom sheriff’s 
deputies believe to be a Secret Ser¬ 
vice agent. William Ashe 
Bridges was jailed February 25 
after officers arrested him at a 
house near the Fort Worth cam¬ 
pus; Bridges was cited for public 
intoxication and under-age pos¬ 
session of alcohol and was re¬ 
leased after four hours. While in 
jail he loudly proclaimed to be 
Jenna’s boyfriend. Neither the 
White House nor the Secret Ser¬ 
vice had any comment. 

At City Hall, those who think 
Mayor Brown has become a “lame 
duck” mayor should think again. 
The mayor, always seemingly 
busy, this week hosted a highly- 
touted “crime summit” at Herbst 
Theatre which featured high-pro¬ 
file speakers such as former 
Deputy Attorney General Eric 
Holder, California Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Bill Lockyer, David M. 
Kennedy, a senior researcher at 
Harvard’s School of Government, 
Police Chief Fred Lau, and other 
top law enforcement officials. 
Those watching Brown say he 
keeps up a schedule that a person 


half his age could barely handle as 
he takes on the final three years of 
his mayoral duties. 

Most gay and lesbian activists 
from Marin County who follow the 
political scene there are saying that 
the ill-timed recall campaign 
against their district attorney, Paula 
Kamena, is an exercise in futility 
and a waste of time and public 
money. Those gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists I hear from in Marin say that 
Kamena is an excellent public ser¬ 
vant and are urging a “no” vote on 
the May 22 recall effort. 

And finally, while it’s been only 
four months since the last presi¬ 
dential election, the fact that 
Delaware U.S. Senator Joseph 
Biden (D) announced this week 
he will be attending a St. Patrick’s 
Day celebration in Manchester, 
New Hampshire, while another 
2004 presidential possibility, Sen¬ 
ator John Edwards (D-North 
Carolina), also the Senate’s finest 
looking male member, will visit 
Iowa this weekend, signals that the 
next presidential campaign is al¬ 
ready getting under way. Both New 
Hampshire and Iowa, I point out, 
are among those states hosting 
early presidential contests in 2004.

Roanoke shooting 
suspect says all gays 
should move to SF

*IP he man accused of opening 
fire in a Roanoke, Virginia 
gay bar last September, 
killing one man and wounding six 
others, says all gays should move 
to San Francisco. 

In a rambling letter to the 
Roanoke Times, Ronald Gay was 
reacting to a series of reports the 
paper recently published on gay 
life in the Roanoke area. 

“When I am gone, another will 
take my place,” he wrote in the di¬ 
atribe received by the paper last 
Friday, March 2. Gay didn’t admit 
guilt but said of gays that “their 
meeting places and bars will be 
destroyed with them” if they don’t 
move to “their city,” San Francis¬ 
co. 

Gay called himself a “Christian 
Soldier working for my Lord” in 
the letter that the paper calls 
“nearly indecipherable.” 

Gay, 55, wrote that “Jesus does 
not want these people in his heav¬ 
en,” and that homosexual meeting 
places should be “burnt to kill” the 
AIDS virus “or slow it down.” 

The paper reported that Gay 
“accused homosexuals of engag¬ 
ing in pedophilia and promiscuity 
and other sexually deviant behav¬ 
ior.” 

Gay’s discomfort over homo¬ 
sexuality is apparently echoed by 
many in the Roanoke area. More 
than 350 Roanoke Times’ readers 


canceled their subscriptions in 
protest after the paper ran its 
four-part series on gay life. 

One of Gay’s victims told the 
Bay Area Reporter that he was out¬ 
raged over Gay’s remarks. 

“I don’t know who his Lord is 
but it’s not one that I believe in,” 
said Joel Tucker, who was shot in 
back. “He better open his eyes be¬ 
cause there are a lot of us out 
here.” 

Tucker is fully recovered from 
the shooting and said he was very 
lucky because the bullet narrowly 
missed his spinal column. Al¬ 
though Tucker was able to return 
to work two days after the attack, 
as a precaution, doctors waited 
two weeks before they removed 
the bullet. 

Gay faces trial in May for the 
murder of 43-year-old Danny Lee 
Overstreet and the wounding of 
six others at the Backstreet Cafe 
shooting. Police say Gay harbored 
a long-simmering anger over 
being teased about his last name. 

Tucker told the B.A.R. he’s dis¬ 
appointed that Gay didn’t meet 
any of the special circumstances 
required under Virginia law to re¬ 
ceive the death penalty but he 
pointed out the irony that if Gay 
is convicted, he likely will get a life 
sentence in state prison, where gay 
sex is rampant. 

“When they get him in there 
and find out what he did, they’ll 
change his name to Ronda Gay,” 
said Tucker with a chuckle. 


Tucker said he appreciated the 
money that was donated in vari¬ 
ous fundraisers to the victims. He 
donated back the money that was 
earmarked for him to those who 
were more seriously injured. He 
pointed out that a woman who 
had been shot in the head still has 
not been able to return to work. 

Tucker told the B.A.R. that he 
is preparing to testify against Gay 
during the trial in May and said it 
will be difficult to face him in 
court. 

“I have a lot of anger toward 
that man. He didn’t know me 
from Adam, or any of those peo¬ 
ple, for that matter,” he said 
adding that many people go to the 
Backstreet Cafe who are not gay. 

Tucker and other friends of 
Overstreet say they’ll always re¬ 
member his kind, gentle, and up¬ 
beat disposition. His sister, Dar¬ 
lene Overstreet, told the B.A.R. 
that he briefly lived in the Bay 
Area and often visited here. She 
said she greatly appreciated the 
prayers and messages of sympathy 
from San Francisco because it had 
been one of Overstreet’s favorite 
places. 

Tucker himself plans to visit 
San Francisco next month but no 
doubt the change of scene will do 
little to allay his anger and antici¬ 
pation over having to come face- 
to-face again with the man who is 
charged with killing Overstreet 
and nearly took his own life last 
September. T

Con artist claims to 
be Bush gay adviser

? ''' om Beddingfield, a 22-year- 
p old Republican activist and 
m campaign consultant ... is 
moving into the Old Executive 
Office Building, where he will ad¬ 
vise the president and other ad¬ 
ministration officials on gay and 
lesbian issues,” the Silicon Val¬ 
ley/San Jose Business Journal re¬ 
ported in its March 5 edition. 

“He is so conservative that 
even the Log Cabin Republicans, a 
group of gay and lesbian Republi¬ 
cans, don’t want to have anything 
to do with him,” the article stated. 

Beddingfield gained notoriety 
last year when he turned in peti¬ 
tions purportedly containing the 
signatures of 1,000 gays and les¬ 
bians in support of the anti-gay 
marriage California Proposition 22. 

He told the Business Journal 
that he had worked on getting 
John Ashcroft confirmed as U.S. 
attorney general. 

But it appears that Bedding- 
field’s claim is bogus and may be 
part of a string of embellishments 
and outright fabrications that he 
has sold to the community over 
the last few years. 

“I do not know this guy; never 
heard of this guy; and there is 
zero, repeat zero, truth in this re¬ 
port,” said Charles Francis of the 
Business Journal article. 

Francis is a longtime friend of 
the president who arranged a 
meeting last April between then- 
governor and -candidate Bush 
and a group of gay Republicans. 
He is chairman of the Republican 
Unity Coalition, a gay-straight al¬ 
liance within the Republican Party 
intent upon making sexual orien¬ 
tation a non-issue. His e-mailed 
response came after checking with 
White House officials. 

Rich Tafel, executive director of 


Log Cabin Republicans, said that 
he had no recollection of Bed¬ 
dingfield or his participation in 
their efforts concerning the 
Ashcroft nomination. 

In a 1998 article in Oasis maga¬ 
zine, Beddingfield then 19, re¬ 
counted the tale that first gained 
him public attention. It was a story 
of coming out and teen love with 
enough twists to fill a soap opera. 
It included the obligatory parental 
banishment, religious objections, 
harassment in school, capped by 
the suicide of his boyfriend Bran¬ 
don at the age of 16. 

This pair of young conserva¬ 
tives in love would attend political 
events and he claimed to have met 
not only then-Speaker Newt Gin¬ 
grich and George Bush, but also 
President Bill Clinton and Vice 
President A1 Gore. Beddingfield 
claimed to have delivered this spiel 
at PFLAG and political meetings 
across the state of California. 

He attributed Brandon’s death 
to his becoming an expert on the 
Titanic, which of course led to his 
appearance on national television, 
including Oprah and Late Night 
With David Letterman, speaking 
on that subject. 

Perhaps what was most amaz¬ 
ing about the long Oasis article 
was that it was entirely in the voice 
of Beddingfield. No other sources 
confirmed any of the truly fantas¬ 
tic claims made by a young man 
with no connections of family or 
mentors that might have facilitat¬ 
ed even a portion of the list of ac¬ 
complishments on the resume. 

And that is a common thread 
to the three major media appear¬ 
ances of Beddingfield; he has 
made an assertion and the re¬ 
porter has simply accepted it. This 
time he seems to have reached too 
far. It throws into doubt all of the 
other claims he has made of his 
life. ▼ 


dates. 

A classic tension in drawing 
lines is whether it is better to try 
to “pack” as many of your com¬ 
munity into a single district with 
the intent of creating a “safe” seat, 
or spread them so that the com¬ 
munity has a strong influence in a 
greater number of districts. 

Sherrill said that the logic of 
drawing lines to represent racial 
and ethnic minorities does not 
necessarily apply when it comes to 
gays and lesbians. First, unlike 
most areas with a majority of mi¬ 
nority residents, even those neigh¬ 
borhoods identified as “gay” sel¬ 
dom have a majority of the popu¬ 
lation that is gay or lesbian. 

Furthermore, the boundaries 
of those neighborhoods can “shift 
rather remarkably.” He used the 
examples of Greenwich Village 
'and Chelsea where 25 years ago 
the former was very gay while the 
latter was not particularly gay at 
all. But that has reversed, in part 
because gays tend to pioneer in 
changing neighborhoods and sub¬ 
sequent generations simply cannot 
afford or choose not to buy into 
those neighborhoods. “So drawing 
lines for us is tricky,” said Sherrill. 

“The community needs to re-

sist the temptation to pigeonhole 
itself,” said Sloan Wiesen, 
spokesman for the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Victory Fund. Gay and les¬ 
bian candidates have been suc¬ 
cessful by “reaching out to a broad 
cross section of voters, demon¬ 
strating their shared values and 
concerns.” T

census. How those lines are drawn 
may affect which political party 
has a majority in city councils, 
state legislatures, and even in 
Congress. 

It also could mean the differ¬ 
ence between success or failure for 
homophobic and openly gay or 
lesbian candidate alike, and could 
determine whether gay-friendly 
legislation is passed. 

The Policy Institute of the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
recently issued a 42-page “strate¬ 
gy memo” to help local activists 
participate in the redistricting 
process. It is called “Redistricting 
and the Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, 
and Transgender Community.” A 
central admonition is to work in 
coalition with other progressive 
groups to create districts that can 
elect progressive candidates. 

There are two broad goals in 
politics, said Ken Sherrill, profes¬ 
sor of political science at Hunter 
University in New York and an ex¬ 
pert in gay politics. One is the 
election of openly LGBT candi¬ 
dates, because “the ability to im¬ 
pact setting the agenda is a func¬ 
tion of being in the room.”

T he three-week-long gay and 
lesbian Mardi Gras festival 
in Sydney, held under the 
motto “Out there - everywhere,” 
was not only about partying and 
celebrating. It also sent a clear 
message to the Australian govern¬ 
ment about human rights. 

It seems that the 2001 Mardi 
Gras organizers wanted to get 
their message across to the gov¬ 
ernment right from the beginning 
of their festivities. 

“The last 12 months have

shown that the forces of discrimi¬ 
nation and ignorance are strong 
and sanctioned at the highest level 
in this country,” Mardi Gras Pres¬ 
ident Julie Regan told the crowd of 
more than 20,000 people who had 
gathered on February 9 in front of 
the Opera House when the festi¬ 
val was officially launched. 

Regan was particularly critical 
of the government’s legislation 
against lesbians and gays who 
want to be parents. 

Gay journalist and author 
David Marr, who was one of the 
speakers, vigorously attacked not 
only the local politicians, but also 
their backers - notably the bish¬ 
ops of the Catholic and Anglican 
churches. 

“The bishops of Sydney’s An¬ 
glicans and the nation’s Catholics 
are the only people left lobbying 
politicians to make life for us un¬ 
fair, uncomfortable, and perhaps 
illegal,” said Marr. He accused the 
churches of being “the only orga¬ 
nizations spreading hatred of ho¬ 
mosexuals in Australia.” 

The first Mardi Gras in Sydney 
was held on June 24, 1978, as an

march to commemorate the 
Stonewall riots in New York of 
1969. 

The honor of opening this 
year’s festival fell to Marcia Hines 
and the South African group, 
After Nines, who were playing in 
Sydney for the first time. 

During the three weeks from 
February 9 to March 3, Sydney 
was the world’s gay and lesbian 
cultural and entertainment capi¬ 
tal. It attracted thousands of “rain¬ 
bow people” and tourists from 
around the world, particularly 
from the United States, Canada, 
and Europe. 

There was much to see and 
sample - the theater, art exhibi¬ 
tions, films, a musical festival, and 
many more festivities, including 
the spectacle put on by the local 
Asian community celebrating the 
Year of the Snake in Darling Har¬ 
bor. 

All these events culminated in 
the traditional Mardi Gras parade 
where thousands of gays and les- 
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bians and their families and 
friends marched for three hours 
along the main streets of Sydney. 

Organizers claim that up to 
175 floats took part in the parade, 
led by a float called “Beyond the 
Pink Picket Fence” which consist¬ 
ed of gay fathers and lesbian 
mothers walking along with their 
sons and daughters. The organiz¬ 


ers and participants did not miss 
the opportunity to remind the 
Australian government that gays 
and lesbians love their families. 

“We love our families and our 
community and we want to cele¬ 
brate it,” said Cathy Sant, who de¬ 
signed the Pink Picket Fence float 
in answer to Federal Prime Minis¬ 
ter John Howard’s claim last year 
that gay and lesbian families “were 
not as good as the traditional con¬ 
cept of mother and father.” 

It is believed that intermittent 
rain marred the Mardi Gras pa¬ 
rade attendance and resulted in 
smaller crowds than anticipated - 
not more than 100,000. That fig¬ 
ure was drastically less than the 
totals last year, when Sydney’s 
streets were flooded by an esti¬ 
mated half a million people. 

However, according to Regan, 
“We are not disappointed. We’re 
just glad people had a good 
time.” T 


Mining companies 
fight against AIDS 
in South Africa

Wk JR ajor South African mining 
ll|l companies have started to 
i V H test miners anonymously 
for HIV/AIDS in an atterhpt to 
develop their own strategy and 
plan of action against a disease 
that is threatening to devastate a 
500,000-strong work force. 

South African mining giant 
Anglo American has developed an 
AIDS strategy that seeks to in¬ 
clude the provision of antiretrovi¬ 
ral therapy for employees with 
AIDS, according to the Financial 
Mail , a weekly South African 
newspaper. 

It is,.officially'Estimated that 
about 25 percent of half a million 
miners in South Africa are already 
HIV-positive. This figure mainly 
pertains to the semi-skilled and 
non-skilled workers. 

Such a high rate of HIV among 
the miners, who are mainly from 
neighboring African countries, is 
often explained by the fact that 
their families are left at home and 
they are forced to live in male hos¬ 
tels near the mines. 

As a consequence, they fre¬ 
quently visit prostitutes and are 
easy prey for the disease which they 
then transfer to their wives and girl¬ 
friends during the holiday season. 

At Anglo American, one of the 
world’s largest producers of gold, 
platinum, and palladium, officials 
have already concluded that the 
heavy infection rate among the 
miners is cause for alarm. The dis¬ 
ease will certainly have a serious 
effect on their productivity, labor 
costs and skills base. 

It is expected that as of the be¬ 
ginning of March, thousands of 
Anglo American miners in South 
Africa and Zambia will be tested 
for HIV/AIDS. 

These tests have stirred up 
some controversy, however, since 
it was recently revealed that cer¬ 
tain South African doctors had 
disclosed the HIV-positive status 
of their patients - without con¬ 
sulting them - to their employers. 

This was a serious breach of 
confidentiality, but not one single 


doctor has been found guilty in 
the 28 cases reported by the AIDS 
Law Project last year due to a “lack 
of evidence.” 

The South African government 
has given up the idea of making 
AIDS a “notifiable” disease after 
realizing that “because of the cli¬ 
mate of fear and prejudice, people 
could suffer abuse and serious iso¬ 
lation,” officials said. 

Two years ago, an AIDS ac¬ 
tivist, Gugu Dlamini, mother of 
two children, was stoned to death 
after she publicly disclosed that 
she was HIV-positive. 

In most African countries, 
AIDS is still stigmatized, often re¬ 
sulting in intimidation and the 
eviction of HIV-positive women 
and children from their local com¬ 
munities. 

“People would hesitate to come 
and be tested if they thought the 
notification could be tied to 
them,” a Ministry of Health 
spokesperson said. 

Without official notification, 
experts claim, many South 
Africans would be encouraged to 
undergo voluntary testing for the 
HIV virus without fear of their 
anonymity being compromised. 

“We are afraid that a number 
of people will be exposed and that 
will lead to a situation where the 
community isolates them and 
they will be hunted out of their 
jobs because of their HIV status,” 
warned the Congress of South 
African Trade Unions, a leading 
workers’ federation. 

“We urge all affected patients 
to file lawsuits against doctors 
who have violated their rights. 
This should be regarded as a seri¬ 
ous offense,” said the COSATU 
statement. 

Anglo American and the com¬ 
pany’s union leadership came to 
an agreement about testing their 
miners after the company 
promised to provide antiretroviral 
therapy free of charge for employ¬ 
ees with AIDS. However, Anglo 
American conditioned the offer 
on reaching a deal with drug man¬ 
ufacturers willing to provide anti¬ 
retrovirals on an affordable and 
sustainable basis. T

Patient Information about SUSTIVA* (sus-TEE-vah) 
for HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) Infection 
Generic name: efavirenz (eh-FAH-vih-rehnz) 

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time 
you refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet 
as your only source of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your 
doctor when you start taking your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under 
a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change or stop treatment without 
first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells 
(a type of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain 
under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once 
a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take 
SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk, or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
right away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your 
regular dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your 
medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on 
your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA 
and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any 
other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had Hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

A small number of patients have had severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry 
behavior. Some patients have had thoughts of suicide and a few patients have actually 
committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more often in patients with a history 
of mental illness. You should contact your doctor immediately if you think you are 
having these symptoms, so your doctor can decide whether you should continue to 
take SUSTIVA. 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, 
and/or unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These 
feelings may be less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go 
away after you've taken the medicine for a few weeks. If you have these side effects, 
such as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have severe depression, strange 


thoughts or angry behavior. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or 
if they bother you. There is the possibility that these symptoms may be more severe if 
SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid driving or 
operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop 
a rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. 
Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen 
in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. 
You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while 
taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become 
pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor 
may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you 
buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the 
medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA**: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when 
taken with SUSTIVA**: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either 
SUSTIVA or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at 
http://www.sustiva.com. 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use it for any 
other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 
If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately.

Billed as an evening of “feast¬ 
ing, wine, spirits, and great enter¬ 
tainment,” the party will be held at 
the Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts Forum, 701 Mission Street in 
San Francisco from 7 to 11 p.m. 
Tickets are $125. 

The togafest is aimed at raising 
funds for the San Francisco LGBT 
Community Center being con¬ 
structed at the corner of Market 
and Octavia streets. 

“The Bacchanal is really the big 
kick-off to complete the project,” 


said Mike Marshall, interim exec¬ 
utive director. “We’ve received so 
much support from the city and 
the community already, but we 
still have more money to raise so 
that we can open the doors as 
planned. This event is designed to 
be a wickedly fun celebration of 
what is to come, as well as to bring 
in as much cold, hard cash as pos¬ 
sible.” 

The evening features a silent 
auction of more than $50,000 in 
items donated by local businesses, 
including gift certificates, hotel 
stays, and other goodies.

are not unreasonable people. We 
understand that research and de¬ 
velopment is underwritten by 
drug prices, and we acknowledge 
Bayer’s positive role in the com¬ 
munity. But we must stand with 
South Africa on this crucial issue. 
We can no longer accept profits 
being put before people.” [See 
story on the trial on page 23.] 

According to Berkeley City 
Council member Kriss Worthing¬ 
ton, “Bayer could easily withdraw 
from this lawsuit and still stay in 
business ... doing so will not break 
their coffers.” South Africa ac¬ 
counts for only about 1 percent of 
worldwide pharmaceutical sales. 

The action, which counted 
among its endorsers a wide range of 
organizations - from the California 
Nurses Association and the Bud¬ 
dhist Peace Fellowship to Doctors 
Without Borders and the Interna¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Human 
Rights Commission - was one of 
the most diverse AIDS actions ever 
seen in the Bay Area. Groups such 
as Global Exchange were on hand to 
link the issue of affordable drugs to 
the larger struggle against corporate 
globalization, while the Gray Pan¬ 
thers made the connection with 
their fight for drug access in the U.S. 
According to the Gray Panthers’ 
Margo Smith, “We support every¬ 
one having good, universal, high 
quality medical care.” 

Several speakers noted the 
irony that the South African peo-

pie liberated themselves from the 
racist apartheid regime in 1994, 
only to face the AIDS epidemic 
and a new form of “medical 
apartheid.” According to Medea 
Benjamin of Global Exchange, 
“The policy of keeping drugs from 
dying people can be summed up 
in one word: genocide.” 

“It’s not that these drugs don’t 
exist,” said Rebecca Dennison of 
Women Responding to Life-Threat¬ 
ening Diseases. “The only thing pre¬ 
venting parents from living to see 
their children grow up is money.” 

Around the world, activists 
came out to protest the lack of af¬ 
fordable AIDS treatment. In Preto¬ 
ria, where the South African law¬ 
suit is being heard, thousands par¬ 
ticipated in demonstrations at the 
High Court and at the U.S. Em¬ 
bassy; Anglican and Roman 
Catholic bishops were among the 
protesters. Last Friday, several hun¬ 


dred people protested in Copen¬ 
hagen at file headquarters of Novo 
Nordisk, another party in the suit. 
In Brazil, activists on Monday 
kicked off a campaign to raise 
awareness about U.S. attempts to 
have the World Trade Organization 
overturn a Brazilian law that allows 
the local manufacture of generic 
drugs. The Progressive Organiza¬ 
tion of Gays in the Philippines 
(Progay) led a picket at the De¬ 
partment of Health in Manila. Ac¬ 
cording to Progay secretary Oscar 
Atadero, “The Philippines and 
other Third World countries must 
strive to set up major manufactur¬ 
ing infrastructure for their own 
medicines and not let the demand 
for cruel profits hold the health of 
6 billion people hostage.” 

A major Washington, D.C. 
demonstration planned by ACT 
UP/Philadelphia was postponed 
until this Monday, March 12, due 
to a snow storm on the East Coast. 
However, intrepid activists braved 
the snow to picket GlaxoSmith¬ 
Kline’s U.S. headquarters in 
Philadelphia, and the Glaxo and 
Bristol-Myers Squibb offices in 
New York City. ▼

and Global Exchange will 
sponsor a teach-in to discuss the 
issue of drug patents and 
treatment access. The event will 
be held at the Java House, 3306 
Lakeshore Avenue in Oakland.

school ... 

“The courage of the older gen¬ 
erations did bring forth the ad¬ 
vances we know today, as [Mar¬ 
shall] so aptly pointed out. I be¬ 
lieve we should respect those who 
marched before us and leave the 
word ‘queer’ in the past - where it 
belongs. And in naming the center, 
I hope and pray the word ‘queer’ is 
not planned to be a part of it. I 
find it offensive and hurtful.” 

• “When I saw the ‘Queerest 
Place in America’ poster I was ab¬ 
solutely thrilled and very proud. 
Not only is the word queer so 
clearly unifying for all persons in¬ 
cluded in lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender, but it reclaims a 
word used to vilify. ... I am 49 
years old ... I strongly endorse the 
idea of celebrating our differences 
from the mainstream and I feel the 
word queer does this perfectly.” 

Marshall said an 80-year-old 
World War II veteran phoned and 


called the banner “monstrous,” 
but said he still appreciated the 
project to construct the center. 

Board members decided on 
the wording after much delibera¬ 
tion, Marshall said. “In many 
ways, this really is the gayest place 
in America. We are beginning to 
think of it as a place where people 
talk to each other.” 

Irrespective of the banner’s 
role, the center has clearly gar¬ 
nered a hefty dose of support, 
raising around $12.3 million so 
far of a $15.3 million target. 

“That target should get us up 
and running for at least six 
months,” Marshall said, adding that 
the annual operating budget once 
the center opens would probably be 
in the neighborhood of $2 million. 

Marshall acknowledged the va¬ 
riety of reactions to the banner’s 
wording in a letter to the Bay Area 
Reporter last week. 

“We know that it provokes very 
strong responses in some people,” 
Marshall wrote. “For the 
Stonewall generation, it’s a re¬ 
minder of a not-so-distant past 


when the word was used to hurt, 
to marginalize, to persecute. For 
younger generations it is a word 
that empowers them to take con¬ 
trol of the hatred and discrimina¬ 
tion that has been directed at all of 
us for too long.” 

Brian Cheu, executive director of 
the queer youth organization LYRIC, 
said the term serves many purposes, 
including self-identification for 
many, as well as general convenience. 

“We’ve used the word ‘queer’ 
often in different ways, for exam¬ 
ple as a shorthand - it’s a lot easi¬ 
er than saying ‘lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, transgender, and questioning’ 
and so forth,” Cheu said. Especial¬ 
ly among youth movements and 
within queer activism, he added, 
people tend to “become much 
more comfortable; they’re re¬ 
claiming the term.” 

Moreover, he said, it is often 
used as a catchall to cover a range 
of alternative sexualities ranging 
from conventional, now widely- 
accepted terms such as lesbian and 
gay, to developing concepts such

people understand that this legis¬ 
lation is not Proposition N,” 
agreed Robert Haaland, a queer 
activist and director of organizing 
for the Housing Rights Commit¬ 
tee. “In fact it contains some huge 
giveaways that TIC owners can¬ 
not presently enjoy under current 
law. I personally don’t think the 
legislation goes far enough.” 

TIC infestation 

There weren’t always so many 
TICs, largely because they are not 
a great way to own property, 
some say. In a TIC, a person’s unit 
counts as a fraction of an entire 
dwelling, which means if the next 
door neighbors fail on their 
mortgage, everyone in the build¬ 
ing is in jeopardy. 

Condominiums, by contrast, 
are their own separate units. Un¬ 
like TICs, a condo owner owns 
100 percent of one unit rather 
than a smaller percentage of an 
entire building. That is why many 
TIC owners eventually try to 
convert their units into condo¬ 
miniums. 

In 1979, San Francisco passed 
the condominium conversion 
law, which protected seniors and 
other vulnerable tenants from the 
get-rich-quick real estate prac¬ 
tices that often result in evictions. 
The law does not outlaw convert¬ 
ing apartments into condomini¬ 
ums but rather calls for an annu¬ 
al limit on such conversions, to 
be determined by lottery. With 
such a law, evictions are curbed, 
because developers cannot rely 
on a quick turnaround of an 
empty building. Opponents of 
the law have argued that the lim¬ 
its prevent tenants from buying 
their unit when the building goes 
up for sale, but those same oppo¬ 
nents neglected to mention that 
such units are unaffordable for 
most tenants, who must engage 
in bidding wars with the general 
public to secure their space. 


Thankfully for real estate 
moguls, TICs did not fall under 
the condo conversion law, and 
they knew a good thing when 
they saw it. 

“The reason TICs became so 
popular in the 1990s is that they 
were a way to bypass the condo 
conversion law, bypass tenant 
protections, and make a lot of 
money,” said Haaland. “As it 
stands, a real estate speculator 
can buy a building, evict its ten¬ 
ants, and make half a million dol¬ 
lars in a matter of days.” 

If TICs fell under condo regu¬ 
lation, these buyers would have to 
wait and see whether they were 
approved for conversion, which 
means there would be very little 
incentive to immediately evict 
tenants. 

But what about those units 
that in fact are approved for TIC 
conversion? In the current cli¬ 
mate, the “bad for gays” camp ar¬ 
gues that tenants will have fewer 
opportunities to buy a home if 
TICs are regulated. Actually, they 
will have a better chance of own¬ 
ing their apartment should it 
come up for sale under Daly’s 
legislation, which guarantees 
them first crack at the purchase 
without engaging in the bidding 
wars that are so common today. 

Good for gays 

For all the talk from gay peo¬ 
ple who presently own TICs, one 
might think Daly’s compromise 
legislation was a right-wing suck¬ 
er punch designed to make gays a 
community of lifelong renters. In 
fact, say queers who support the 
legislation, TIC owners may not 
realize that the proposed law will 
make it easier for LGBT people to 
own homes and stay in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

For starters, Daly’s legislation 
immediately grants condomini¬ 
um status to TIC owners hoping 
to convert their properties. There 
are presently about 2,000 TIC 
owners waiting for 200 available 
condo conversions, and rather 
than going through current re¬ 


strictions they would instead gain 
instant access to their dream. 

Additionally, Daly’s legislation 
specifically includes domestic 
partners as family members, nul¬ 
lifying the argument that regula¬ 
tion would leave no way for 
LGBT couples to jointly own 
property. 

Finally, unlike Proposition N, 
Daly’s legislation will not affect 
two-unit buildings, leaving an 
entire class of structures without 
regulation. 

Considering all the facts, said 
Haaland, the phrase “bad for 
gays” is actually quite insulting. 

“Real estate speculators are 
disingenuously arguing that this 
legislation is bad for gays. The 
premise of their argument is that 
it bans TICs, which it doesn’t. 
People can continue to hold prop¬ 
erty as TICs and continue to form 
TICs under the condo conversion 
limit,” said Haaland, noting that 
currently about 1,000 evictions 
per year can be attributed to TIC 
conversions. “Buying a home in 
San Francisco is out of reach for 
90 percent of our gay brothers and 
sisters. They’re being evicted and 
leaving the city in record num¬ 
bers, never to return. Our com¬ 
munity is being decimated. So the 
question is do you let this go to¬ 
tally unregulated at the expense of 
our community or do you enact 
some protections? This legislation 
is not bad for gays, it’s bad for gay 
real estate speculators.” 

Daly agreed. 

“The group of people with the 
most to lose from the compro¬ 
mise legislation are the real estate 
industry folks who have financed 
a very smooth campaign that 
claims TIC regulation is ‘bad for 
gays,’ and that TICs are the only 
‘affordable’ housing in San Fran¬ 
cisco,” said Daly, who noted that 
the average TIC runs about 
$400,000. “These real estate folks 
- who may or may not be gay - 
are concerned about certain 
communities only to the extent 
that it affects their profit mar¬ 
gins.” T

R ick Solomon laughed when 
Berkeley Vice Mayor 
Maudelle Shirek refused to sit 
down on the cold wet ground in¬ 
side the Bayer compound gate. “She 
didn’t want to get dirty, I think, so 
she just walked up to the cops asked 
them to arrest her,” he said. 

Such was the scene Monday at 
a noon demonstration outside the 
Bayer Corporation’s labs in Berke¬ 
ley. Thirty-nine demonstrators 
were arrested protesting the 39 
drug companies and Pharma or¬ 
ganizations that sued the govern¬ 
ment of South Africa on Monday, 
for daring to produce its own 
AIDS drugs. Bayer was one of the 
companies who joined the suit. 
Solomon seemed to enjoy the 
demonstration. “The police were 
very polite, but no handcuffs. We 
were cited and released,” he said. 
Solomon noticed that the police 
were wearing black rubber gloves 
that did not seem to match the rest 
of their ensemble. “I was disap¬ 
pointed that I didn’t get to ride in 
the police truck,” he mentioned. 

The arrested protesters were 
cheerfully and efficiently charged 
with criminal trespass. As of Tues¬ 
day, Bayer had not dropped the 
charges. 

ACT UP/East Bay’s John 
Iversen said that Bayer really felt 
pressured by the demonstration 
and had tried to derail the action. 
“They even put out a bogus press 
release announcing the action, but 


at the wrong time,” he said. Bayer 
also called activists and Shirek by 
phone asking them to call off the 
demonstration. “Clearly Bayer did 
not want the bad PR associ¬ 
ated with being a part of 
a lawsuit that could 
ultimately let mil¬ 
lions of people die,” 
said Iversen. 

So why did 200 peo¬ 
ple show up on a rainy 
day, and why did 39 people 
choose to be ar¬ 
rested? Such ac¬ 
tion and demon¬ 
stration is a rare 
thing to see these days. Most 
PWAs have returned to work or 
retired to the south somewhere to 
grow orchids and raise poodles. 
Large demonstrations were a 


thing of the past. AIDS is not as 
important as it used to be. But the 
very idea that drug companies 
would go so far as to file lawsuits 
to stop people from producing 
their own drugs in order to sur¬ 
vive has really struck a chord 
among PWAs and global activists 
alike. 

“The situation really is that these 
companies are committing willful 
genocide, these are conscious deci¬ 


sions to withhold these drugs, keep 
them overpriced, and challenge 
cheap generic drugs,” remarked 
Solomon when asked why he chose 
to be arrested. 

I found myself asking, how 
do these Pharma and drug 
company employees 
sleep at night, knowing 
that winning their law¬ 
suit could kill millions? 
Then the answer came to 
me. Of course! They just 
take their own 
pills. One needs 
little or no con¬ 
science when 
one has Prozac to cope and Ambi- 
en to sleep. And through reckless 
and relentless marketing, they 
shove their chemical reality down 
all our throats as well. Take your 


happy pills folks, no need to 
demonstrate. Stay home, rent a 
movie. We’re all safe aren’t we? 

So are we going to stand by 
and watch 30 million people die in 
the name of “intellectual proper¬ 
ty rights?” Stay tuned. Iversen and 
others are planning more fun and 
games for our friends in the phar¬ 
maceutical industry in the coming 
weeks. GlaxoSmithKline will get a 
strong “unwelcome” at its planned

as “polysexual, bisexual, gender- 
queer, and sort-of queer.” 

Cheu’s LYRIC will be one of 23 
nonprofit groups sharing office 
space in the new center. One of 
Marshall’s goals is to provide a 
safe space in which organizations 
with divergent goals and member¬ 
ships can mingle. 

It’s apparent that the contro¬ 
versy over “queer” is not entirely a 
generational issue. This is partly 
due to mainstreaming of words 
and concepts once consigned to 
society’s periphery. But it also re¬ 
flects the diversity of attitudes 
found in any age or other group. 

Octogenarian Harry Hay, who 
has devoted his life to radical gay 
causes, told the B.A.R.: “I think I 
like it [queer]; it suggests we are 
Other ... we love being Other.” 

In his early years, Hay said, 
“being called a ‘fairy’ was what we 
worried about. So we dusted it off 
and made it our own.” 


Hay, in addition to being the 
driving force behind the Matta- 
chine Society which broke open 
the social issue of homosexuality 
in America in the 1950s, also cre¬ 
ated the Radical Faeries concept. 

He contrasted the use of 
“queer” in Europe versus Ameri¬ 
ca. “In the 1930s and 1940s, it was 
being used in Europe by gay peo¬ 
ple. By 1950 it was okay to use 
queer in England, but not here.” 

At the construction site, at the 
corner of Market and Octavia, 
work is proceeding daily. The 
community center, which broke 
ground in October 1999, is sched¬ 
uled to open this fall, “rain per¬ 
mitting” continuous construction 
work, said Marshall. 

Plans call for a modern build¬ 
ing of four stories next to the 
weather-beaten Victorian home 
built in 1884 for the prominent 
Fallon family. An eerie mixture of 
decrepitude and elegance, with 
fancy ceiling moldings intact above 
scarred walls, the Victorian is being 
renovated as a part of the center. 

A muddy site tour suggests 


that it’s not quite time to open the 
doors to vans of visitors in Doc 
Martens, although tours may be 
arranged in the future. Structural 
work has given the interior the 
contours of work and gathering 
spaces, but walls will take a while 
longer. The old building will be 
directly connected to the modern 
one. New blond joists and beams 
have been bolted in next to the 
dark Victorian wood supports. 

The entire site will cover about 
40,000 square feet and is about 60 
percent complete, Marshall said. 

But much of the building has a 
gutted look and feel, befitting 
something that had become run 
down and was salvaged by commu¬ 
nity residents, through efforts of 
groups like Friends of 1800 Market. 

The wet winter has been a con¬ 
cern because it can impede con¬ 
struction, Marshall said, but “for¬ 
tunately, we poured the floors” 
earlier this winter before the del¬ 
uge. Once the back-sloping 
opaque upper windows are in¬ 
stalled, most of the interior work 
can proceed. T

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Drug patent lawsuit 
begins in South Africa

O n Monday, March 5 the Pre¬ 
toria High Court in South 
Africa began hearings in the 
long-awaited pharmaceutical 
company lawsuit over access to af¬ 
fordable AIDS drugs. But with the 
trial barely under way, further 
hearings were delayed for a month 
to allow a treatment advocacy 
group to join the proceedings. 

In February 1998, the Pharma¬ 
ceutical Manufacturers’ Associa¬ 
tion of South Africa (PMA), filed 
a lawsuit against the South African 
government challenging the Med¬ 
icines and Related Substances 
Control Act of 1997. The PMA 
represents 39 drug companies, in¬ 
cluding local subsidiaries of glob¬ 
al giants such as GlaxoSmithKline 
and Bristol-Myers Squibb. The 
1997 act would allow South Africa 
to manufacture generic versions 
of “unaffordable” patented drugs 
or to import them from the 
cheapest source available, provi¬ 
sions known as compulsory li¬ 
censing and parallel importing. 
When the challenge was initially 
filed, an injunction was granted 
and the law has never been imple¬ 
mented, leading Judge Bernard 
Ngoepe to question whether it 
could even be challenged in court. 

The South African government 
is arguing that it should be al¬ 
lowed to manufacture or import 
generic drugs for its thousands of 
citizens with AIDS. Government 
representatives emphasize that the 
World Trade Organization’s 
Trade-Related Aspects of Intellec¬ 
tual Property Rights agreement al¬ 
lows compulsory licensing and 
parallel importing in cases of na¬ 
tional emergency. 

' According to Joanne Collinge 
of the South African health min¬ 
istry, the proposed law “reflects 
the government’s position that 
equal access to health care is a 
constitutionally protected right.” 
Health Minister Dr. Manto Tsha- 
balala-Msimang said that the 
South African government does 


not want to manufacture pirate 
drugs, but rather, “What we have 
been talking about is only import¬ 
ing legitimate medicine more 
cheaply from lawful suppliers in 
other countries.” 

The PMA claims that the 
South African law violates TRIPS 
rules - an assertion that Judge 
Ngoepe said he doubted - and 
also that it contravenes South 
Africa’s constitution and gives the 
health minister “unconstitutional 
and arbitrary power” to ignore 
patent laws. According to Mirrye- 
na Deeb of the PMA, “It’s a fight 
about whether the South African 
government respects the rule of 
law. The act contravenes the coun¬ 
try’s constitution and its own 
patents act and would do nothing 
for access to quality and affordable 
medicines.” 

Deeb also argued that South 
Africa is trying to blame drug 
companies for its own failure to 
control the AIDS epidemic, and 
that the country has not been will¬ 
ing to negotiate with the compa¬ 
nies to reduce the price of patent¬ 
ed drugs. Ellen ’tHoen, of the hu¬ 
manitarian group Medecins Sans 
Frontieres/Doctors Without Bor¬ 
ders, estimated that the wholesale 
price for the favored three-drug 
anti-HIV regimen is now about 
$3,500 annually, but if the pro¬ 
posed law is upheld, South Africa 
could substitute generic drugs 
from India costing as little as $350 
per year. Supporters of the defen¬ 
dants speculate that drug compa¬ 
nies fear that if the South African 
law is allowed to stand, other 
countries will also demand cheap¬ 
er drugs, and for diseases other 
than AIDS. 

On the second day of hearings, 
in a courtroom packed with ac¬ 
tivists, industry representatives, 
and journalists, Judge Ngoepe 
ruled that the South African Treat¬ 
ment Action Campaign could join 
the case as a friend of the court, a 
move opposed by the PMA. Hear¬ 
ings were delayed until April 18 to 
allow the PMA to respond to 
TAC’s inclusion. T

with any war crimes, and were 
often paid pensions for their “ser¬ 
vice” in the camps. 

Most of those former 
claimants are now dead, and Fos¬ 
ter said there was “not even a 
handful” of people living who 
could make these claims. 

Paragraph 175 permitted con¬ 
tinued persecution of gay men 
even after the Federal Republic of 
Germany was established, and 
only in 1969 was it removed from 
German law, Foster added.

without any strings attached good¬ 
bye, rest assured that the efforts to 
pass further domestic partnership 
legislation have not died. Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden’s (D- 
San Francisco) AB25, which would 
extend rights such as inheritance 
and the ability to sue for wrongful 
death, will remain a focus for 
groups like CAPE. 

“Domestic partnership is a 
separate legal construction,” said 
Astacaan. “AB25 is still one of our 
top priorities.”

R oman troops cross the bleak coun¬ 
tryside of the farthest reaches of 
the Ancient Empire! A helpless 
Ik- civilian finds himself in the 
middle of a gladiatorial arena! Noble pa¬ 
tricians are morally compromised by the 
unprincipled, lawless environment in 
which they live! LotS%f beefy guys strut 
around in togas! But if you’re expecting 
another Gladiator , look elsewhere than the 
weeklong revival of Fellini Satyricon at the 
Castro Theatre. 

Never before nor since has there been a 
film like this one. Federico Fellini’s surreal 
opus could be seen as the definition of the 
adjective “Felliniesque.” After spending the 
previous decade pushing the envelope with 
meandering screenplays that toyed with 
scandalous themes revolving around con¬ 
temporary Italian morals (La Dolce Vita, 8 
1/2), the director let if all loose in Fellini 
Satyricon. The double name is less a vani¬ 
ty plate than the director’s desire to sepa¬ 
rate his work from a previoqs-cinematic 
rendition of the fragmented novel of 
Roman writer Petronius, which was called 
simply Satyricon. 

It was a setindal at the time of its release 
i more than 30 years ago, and it is certainly 
nor to everyone’s taste, but when Fellini 
took chances, he took them big! His ver¬ 
sion of the ribald sexual explojts of Ro¬ 
mans in the first century A.D. remains one 
of the most individualistic signature pieces 
of one of the most easily identifiable cine- , 
ma auteurs of all time.

19TH AS IAN-AMERICAN FILM FEST OPENS

he Bay Area’s diversity and large, responsive 
audiences have put the San Francisco Interna¬ 
tional Asian American Film Festival on the fes¬ 
tival fast-track. Now in its 19th year, the SFIAAFF 
has become an increasingly plush and rather im¬ 
portant venue for showcasing recent cinema from 
countries as disparate as Japan, Korea, India, the 
Philippines, China, and Hong Kong, and the Asian 
Diaspora scattered throughout the US, Canada, Aus¬ 
tralia, and elsewhere. This is the largest such event in 
North America. 

This year’s fest, based on a sampling of a dozen or 
so features, docs, and shorts compilations, runs the 
gamut from the tired to the transcendent, stopping 
at all points in-between. Some of the higher-profile 
entries are surprisingly disappointing, but there are 


plenty of gems hidden in the less-heralded films 
(3/8-15 at Kabuki 8, Pacific Film Archive). 

Opening night’s The Flip Side, a US/Philippine 
production directed by Rod Pulido, mines familiar 
territory in a too-familiar way to be very effective. 
Hunky Darius Delacruz (Verwin Gatpandan) re¬ 
turns from college obsessed with reintroducing his 
family to traditional Filipino culture — no easy task 
with a sister who’s an Americanized mallrat, a broth¬ 
er who copies the local gangstas, and parents who 
are caught between the Old World and the New. Di¬ 
rector Pulido writes some good laughs, and there are 
a few arresting images — some viewers will appre¬ 
ciate Gatpandan’s red-hot “Filipino jockstrap” 
scenes — but there’s little that’s new here. 

A more interesting film, also centering on Fil- 
ipino-Americans, closes the fest. Gene Cajayon’s The

Back to the bunker 

' Don't Make Me Say Things' at Rhino

D oug Holsclaw’s Don’t Make 
Me Say Things That Will 
Hurt You runs barely 60 
minutes, but they are a cram- 
packed 60 minutes. In this one- 
man show at Theatre Rhinoceros, 
Holsclaw plays a man whose soli¬ 
tary life is fueled by fantasies, and 
if they are as fussy as the fuchsia 
time-capsule in which he lives, 
there are no wasted words in this 
fascinating creation. 

Holsclaw, now the artistic di¬ 
rector of Theatre Rhino, first per¬ 
formed Don’t Make Me Say Things 
10 years ago at Josie’s Cabaret, and 
its success led to two more solo 
shows featuring the flamboyantly 


recalcitrant Pete Hilton. 

Like a 1950s survivalist who 
has sealed himself off in a back¬ 
yard bomb shelter awaiting a nu¬ 
clear holocaust, Hilton has se¬ 
questered himself in the face of an 
unnamed threat that is obviously 
AIDS. He wonders aloud if he 
might not be the last living faggot 
on Earth. Living on pizza deliver¬ 
ies, he communicates only to the 
hosts of home shopping networks. 

But this implied threat may also 
be an excuse for a worldly withdraw¬ 
al bom of romantic disappointment 
and spiritual fatigue. The real world, 
it seems, just doesn’t live up to what 
Pete Hilton needs for survival. 

And so he stages make-believe 
soirees in which he dresses up his 
favorite dildos as the puppet-like 


guests, he imagines himself an in¬ 
terview subject on a Barbara Wal¬ 
ters special, and he dons a succes¬ 
sion of outfits as he portrays 
everyone from a sex kitten to the 
aged Greta Garbo. 

The show is loaded with 
laughs, but you don’t have to dig 
far to find the serious veins. Ten 
years after its debut, Don’t Make 
Me Say Things That Will Hurt You 
remains an entertaining and 
slightly disturbing portrait of a 
queen unable to cope. ▼

From deepest Canada 

Brad Fraser's 'Martin Yesterday 1 at NCTC

W hat an odd and quirky 
play is Martin Yesterday. 
Playwright Brad Fraser 
creates a world of high specificity 
in locale, characters, and situa¬ 
tions, but one that is still hard to 
grasp. Despite the literal and figu¬ 
rative roller coaster that the char¬ 
acters ride, the audience’s journey 
remains surprisingly tame. 

Not that Fraser doesn’t offer up 
hefty doses of nudity, intense sim¬ 
ulated (and sometimes creepy) sex, 
and provocative situations. Even 
for the New Conservatory Theatre 
Center, which has never been shy 
about full-frontal divertissements, 
Martin Yesterday is graphic stuff. 

Fraser has a substantial reputa¬ 
tion in his native Canada as a the¬ 
atrical provocateur, and his earlier 
plays like Poor Super Man and 
Unidentified Human Remains and 
the Nature of True Love have been 
widely produced. But Martin Yes¬ 
terday was lambasted in its origi¬ 
nal Toronto production, leading 
Fraser to make substantial 
changes for the play’s handful of 


subsequent productions. 

The play indeed has merit, as it 
examines a gay culture in which 
relationships can be twisted into 
ugly shapes by straight prejudices, 
gay self-loathing, and the conse¬ 
quences of two decades spent 
under the cloud of the Plague. 
Easy answers are avoided in Mar¬ 
tin Yesterday, even if the questions 
only occasionally hit their marks. 

In addition to the bouts of tit- 
illation, Fraser also leavens his 
dark message with humor. “Love 
handles have become the leprosy 
of the ’90s,” says one of the body¬ 
conscious gay characters. The set¬ 
ting is Toronto, and a fair number 
of Canadian jokes are stirred into 
the pot. 

Fraser’s title character is a 
Toronto city councilman who is 
openly gay and who seems to be 
fighting the good fight. He begins 
a relationship with the consider¬ 
ably younger Matt, a creator of 
hip comic books with characters 
like Spam Man and Fridge Mag¬ 
net Girl. As Matt gradually learns, 
Martin’s personal life is as messy 
as his public persona is pristine. 

Even so, Martin seems to want

to do the right thing, telling Matt 
that he is HIV-positive at the start 
of their relationship while trying 
to rid himself of the urge to play 
rapist-daddy with barely-legal 
rough trade. As for Matt, his in¬ 
volvement with Martin causes 
strains in his relationship with his 
comic-book partner, a hip straight 
woman who still can’t quite fath-

Linda Lavin shines in Charles Busch play

A quick trip to New York for 
some theater critics’ busi¬ 
ness meant time for four 
Broadway shows. It also meant 
making one choice that proved 
less than, well, choice. 

But first the good news. Gay 
superstar Charles Busch is now 
giving Neil Simon a run for his 
money. Actually, his comedy The 
Tale of the Allergist's Wife is far 
funnier than anything Simon has 
written in years, and while it’s a 
mainstream hit, it has a knowing¬ 
ly wacky edge that you’d expect 
from the author and star of Vam¬ 
pire Lesbians of Sodom, The Lady 
in Question, and Psycho Beach 
Party. 

But rather than creating a 
cross-dressing starring role for 
himself, Busch has built a comedy 
around the talents of Linda Lavin. 
It’s a magnificent role and a mag¬ 
nificent performance. I couldn’t 
stand Lavin on TV’s Alice, and I 
had grudging respect for her in 
Neil Simon’s Broadway Bound, but 
this is a performance too comical¬ 
ly inspired to resist. 

A most unglamorous Lavin

plays the very depressed wife of a 
do-good doctor whose mission is 
to treat allergies in the homeless. 
While her husband (Tony 
Roberts) wins awards for his phil¬ 
anthropy and her cranky mother 
(the delightfully irascible Shirl 
Bernheim) complains about her 
bowel movements, Marjorie sinks 
into a mire of existential gloom. 

Salvation is provided in the 
form of a childhood friend (the 
plastic Michelle Lee adroitly cast 
as a plastic character) who turns 
up at her door with tales of glam¬ 
orous adventures. But this coifed 
and charming character insinu¬ 
ates herself into Marjorie’s life in 
most unexpected ways. The struc¬ 
ture is undeniably sitcom, but the 
laughs are genuine, and Lavin’s 
performance is an amazing cre¬ 
ation. 

The quirky charms of Mary- 
Louise Parker maybe the best rea¬ 
son to see Proof, a modest but 
promising first play by David 
Auburn. Parker plays the emo¬ 
tionally fragile daughter of a cele¬ 
brated mathematician who lost 
his mind before dying just before 
the play begins. Catherine is also a 
math prodigy, and she frets that 
her father’s fate may await her. 

Catherine’s unimaginative sis¬ 
ter is also worried, even as she sells 
the family house out from under 
her distraught sibling. When one 
of her father’s students arrives to 
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sort through his papers, Catherine 
begins to emerge from her miser¬ 
able shell as the chemistry heats 
up between them — at least until 
he doubts her truth about a re¬ 
markable mathematical formula 
she claims to have devised. 

While some of my critic col¬ 
leagues waxed rapturously about 
the play, I watched Proof with mild 
appreciation rather than deep in¬ 
volvement. 

Deep involvement is not exact¬ 
ly a possibility at The Full Monty, 
the cartoon-like rendering of the 
sleeper British movie hit of a few 
years ago. This is entertainment at 
the Best Little Whorehouse level of 
dramaturgy — crowd-pleasing if 
slightly tawdry fun. David 
Yazbek’s score, however, isn’t near¬ 
ly as memorable as what Carol 
Hall created for Whorehouse. 

Terrence McNally crafted the 
script, and while he effectively de¬ 
livers a large quotient of laughs, 
the sweetness that infused the 
movie is largely lost. That’s cer¬ 
tainly true in the gay awakening 
between two of the characters, so 
sweetly handled in the movie, and 
here turned into a turgid plea for 
tolerance. 

But there is lots of male skin 
on view, some of it 
rather appealing. Hid¬ 
ing the battery packs 
for the cordless mikes, 
however, becomes a 
challenge in a cast fre¬ 
quently in bikini briefs. 

The creators of A 
Class Act want us to 
know that the late 
Ed Kleban was 
straight. They al¬ 
most apologize for 
the fact that the man who wrote 
the lyrics for A Chorus Line was a 
rampant womanizer. He was also 
a psychological mess, which gives 
this hapless musical biography 
what little edge it has. 

It turns out that in addition to 
being a lyricist, Kleban was also a 
frustrated composer, and the mu¬ 
sical digs into his trunk to find 
songs that make some comment 
on his life story. The show was 
originally seen off-Broadway and 
seems out of its league in a Broad¬ 
way theater, especially with this 
surprisingly charm-free cast. I saw 
the show in previews, but I don’t 
expect that any forthcoming im¬ 
provements can save it. 

The music man 

Jerry Herman, who wrote 
movingly about being an AIDS 
survivor in his autobiography 
Showtune, is using the same title 
for a musical career retrospective 
at the Marin Osher Jewish Com¬ 
munity Center on March 17 and 
18. 

Herman will offer behind-the- 
scenes stories of how he came to 
write the scores for Hello, Dolly!, 
Marne, Mack and Mabel, La Cage 
aux Folks, and other musicals. 
He’ll also provide the piano ac¬ 
companiment for singers Paige 
O’Hara (the voice of Belle in the 
animated Beauty and the Beast), 
Karen Morrow (a belter of the old 
school), and Jason Graae (a 
cabaret singer whose debut CD 
features him in an eye-catching 
nudie cover photo). 

Performances are at 8 p.m. 
March 17 and 5 p.m. March 18. 
General admission is $35, but at 
the Saturday performance, $80 
will get you in to meet Herman 
and his cast at a post-show recep¬ 
tion. For more information, call

Karen Finley opens her newest 
show with an awkward striptease 
before moving into the audience 
for a lap-dance deconstruction. 
Forever to be labeled as one of the 
“NEA Four” who ran afoul of 
Jesse Helms, Finley re¬ 
turns to San Francisco 
next week with Shut Up 
and Love Me at Theatre 
Artaud. 

Before she gained 
notoriety as a perfor¬ 
mance artist who some¬ 
times smeared food on 
her body — and 
gave the social crit¬ 
ics who never saw 
her work an easy 
target for ridicule — Finley lived 
in San Francisco as she worked to¬ 
ward an MFA from the San Fran¬ 
cisco Art Institute. She graduated 
in 1981 and began performing 
and exhibiting in Bay Area gal¬ 
leries and clubs before landing in 
New York. 

In Shut Up and Love Me, which 
had its premiere last year, Finley 
sets out to subvert the idea of 
modern romance by portraying 
several characters with chaotic 
and malformed love lives. Food 
remains an important prop, with 
a honey-soaked Finley offering an 
S&M variation on Winnie the 
Pooh for the show’s conclusion. 
Needless to say, no federal funds 
were used in this production. 

A sticky Finley will be in resi¬ 
dence at Theatre Artaud from 
March 15-24. Call 621-7797 for 
tickets. 

Young guns 

Sondheim fans might want to 
check out the fresh and original 
staging of Assassins now on stage 
in the black-box theater at the 
Dean Lesher Center in Walnut 
Creek. 

Kevin T. Morales, the 23-year- 
old director of the upstart Venus 
Rising Company, has created a 
novel framing device for the show 
that justifies a no-frills approach 
and yet adds resonance that more 
elaborate productions can miss. 
The youthful cast is admirable, 
though this musical about the 
men and women who have at¬ 
tempted to assassinate presidents 
of the United States remains a 
somewhat queasy enterprise.

Ballet beyond belief 

Alvin Ailey American Dance Theatre in Berkeley

A nyone looking for a great 
group costume idea for 
next Halloween should 
make a beeline to Zellerbach Hall 
at UC Berkeley, where Alvin Ailey 
American Dance Theatre is per¬ 
forming through March 11. The 
sight of nine women in Ailey’s sig¬ 
nature piece, “Revelations,” all 
decked out in hats, fans, and long, 
flouncy dresses was a drag inspi¬ 
ration. The dancers worked those 
outfits, they worked that piece, as 
they worked every inch of every 
high kick and backfall all night 
long. 

Ailey died of AIDS in 1989, but 
the company continues, under the 
directorship of Judith Jamison, as 
an American institution. An 
evening of Ailey dancing is a 
homecoming for audience mem¬ 
bers, many of whom began at¬ 
tending concerts as children. It is 
the kind of entertainment you can 
take your mother to, or a niece or 
first date. There is a lot of high- 
throttle dancing, pretty costumes, 
nice musculature on display, and 
a complete absence of irony. It’s 
refreshing to be seduced by sweet¬ 
ness and sweat. 

The program on Friday, March 
2 featured two Ailey chestnuts, 
“Revelations,” choreographed in 
1960, and “Night Creature” from 
1974, sandwiching two pieces 
from 2000, “Chocolate Sessions” 
by Dwight Rhoden, and “Follow¬ 
ing the Subtle Current Upstream” 
by San Francisco choreographer 
Alonzo King. 

The differences between the 
up-to-the-minute stylings of Rho¬ 
den and King go beyond costum¬ 
ing and music choice, although 
those clearly help set a modern 
tone. Since Ailey’s day, the 
straightforward has become twist¬ 
ed, emotion repressed, the tech¬ 
nique much more complex, and 
the world, apparently, bleak. What 
impressed in the debuts was pure 
dancing, while what worked in the 
older pieces was theatricality and 
emotion. It was nice to have a pro¬ 
gram that offered both. 

“Chocolate Sessions,” Rhoden’s 
work, was movie-modern from 
the first image: smoky stage, elec¬ 
tronic music, midriff-baring cos¬ 
tumes, and long, bare legs all over 
the place. All was business, all was 
dark, everything was lightning- 
fast. The phrasing had a jump-cut 
quality to it, like ballet with ADD. 
Many of Ailey’s moves were incor¬

om gay culture. And in one of the 
play’s odd little plot notes, we find 
that Matt is cum-compromised 
because he is taking Prozac. 

Passion flowers 

Director Christopher Jenkins 
has fluidly staged the episodic 
play, which, other than several sta¬ 
tic sitting-at-a-table scenes, sus¬ 
tains an energy despite the piece’s 
talky disposition. While the cast is 
not exactly unified in terms of tal¬ 
ent and style, there is passion and 
commitment in the work. 

Lee Corbett brings a breathy, 
Vincent Price-ominousness to his 
delivery as the gay politician. 
While one suspects it’s supposed 
to be seductive, it would send off 
alarms in any right-thinking per¬ 
son. That makes young Matt’s en-

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porated: beyond-belief exten¬ 
sions, split arabesques and off- 
center leaps; but faster, sharper 
and thrown into the mix as sur¬ 
prises. The three couples had 
some incredible, trick-laden part¬ 
nering, but generally it was the 
women, beautiful with meat on 
them, actual breasts and thighs 
and muscles in their bodybuilder 
outfits, who seemed to slice them¬ 
selves through space like some 
sexual attack. Somehow the men 
seemed secondary. It was some¬ 
thing about muscles and ground 
vs. bone and air. The women were 
creatures in a hyper-speed mating 
dance; the men, too turned on to 
be able to keep up. 

Smoke rings 

King’s piece, another pure- 
dance exercise, also had the smoke 
machine going and the lights 
making moody shafts and side 
beams. Obviously, there is nothing 
sunny and bright about the new 
millennium. There was almost an 
element of competition to the 
dancing: phrases started and 
stopped, dancers walked on, did 
their bits in a contained space, and 
ran off. The sound score was a 
blended instrumental atmosphere 
without rhythm. The piece was an 
exercise in amazing virtuosity that 
didn’t add up to any feeling. 

In contrast, the older pieces 
were all heart and glitz and 
hokum. “Revelations” had the au¬ 
dience jumping into a standing O, 


thusiastic attraction to Martin 
hard to swallow. Nor does it help 
that the imposing Corbett looks 
older than Martin’s stated age, 
while the diminutive Scott Cox 
looks younger than Matt’s sup¬ 
posed age. 

Cox, though, is appealing as 
Matt, and Jennifer Reynolds deliv¬ 
ers a snappy sidekick performance 
as his comic-book colleague. Jef¬ 
frey White and Derek Cowan play 
the strange men lingering in Mar¬ 
tin’s life. 

There are both entertainment 
and intriguing messages to be 
gleaned from Martin Yesterday, 
though the former is sporadic and 
the latter must be dug for. This is a 
play with a hidden heart. ▼

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how to flit from jazz to ballet to 
writhing Martha Graham-style 
contractions without batting a 
false eyelash. And the piece was 
that kind of mess. 

“Revelations,” however, was 
like coming home. One of the 
lasting images of 20th-century 
dance is the gull-shaped carved 
arms of the huddle of dancers in 
the opening number. As timeless 
as the score of spirituals, this piece 
still entertains, moves and thrills, 
41 years after its conception. The 
key to the piece and to the whole 
Ailey experience is that the 
dancers change, but the spirit stays 
the same. They are still producing 
great African-American perform¬ 
ers, still starting from scratch, in 
most cases, sending them through 
the ranks in their school and 
smaller training company, so that 
by the time they get to the stage 
they have amazing technique and 
the ability to pour their guts out 
through movement. 

Ailey’s company gets sent out 
by the State Department repre¬ 
senting the US throughout the 
world, and it’s a good thing. What 
they do may not be cutting edge, 
but it’s impossible not to like. We 
are the villain America, but we 
smile, and we dance. ▼

while the opener, “Night Crea¬ 
ture,” created a certain longing for 
the golden days of TV variety 
shows, where dancers used to 
make regular livings parading 
around doing bumps and grinds, 
and flashing dazzling smiles in 
their skin-tight costumes.

musical. This well-acted but 
rather shaky melodrama fre¬ 
quently (and wisely) backgrounds 
the narrative to scenes of tradi¬ 
tional Filipino entertainment, 
with a dynamic “bamboo dance” 
being especially entrancing. As in 
The Flip Side, the film locates the 
hopes for a dislocated culture in a 
vital but headstrong young man, 
here Dante Basco as Ben Mercado, 
whose decision to forsake a med¬ 
ical career for cartooning almost 
destroys his family. Cajayon milks 
the melodrama in gangbanging 
scenes, but redeems the film in 
sudden encounters that spring to 
life, particularly those between 
Ben and his oppressive father, 
played by 1970s Filipino heart- 
throb Tirso Cruz III. The Debut is 
most delightful in the stunning 
dance sequences, performed by 
two noted Filipino-American 
dance troupes. 

Sex robots 

Even more colorful but ulti¬ 
mately less satisfying is Shu Lea 
Cheang’s I.K. U., from Japan. This 
is typical of Cheang’s work, a ver¬ 
tiginous multimedia attack on the 
senses that leaves viewers alter¬ 
nately enthralled and gasping for 
air. A millennial “head movie,” this 
digital video production posits a 
dystopia in which the “Genom 
Corporation” advances the sexual 
revolution by creating “Gen-XXX 
I.K.U.” automatons. These insa¬ 
tiable sex robots cavort through a 
vivid nightmare of tech-noir, en¬ 
gaging in all manner of explicit 
encounters from cocksucking to 
clit-gnawing to fucking in a car. As 
welcome as all this hardcore sex is, 
the film has the polish of an ultra¬ 
slick ad campaign, which finally 
makes all the high-jinks exhaust¬ 
ing. Go see it anyway for its state- 
of-the-art digital effects and loads 
of nudity, including hard-ons. 

Closer to home is John Lee’s 
The Cut Runs Deep, a gritty neo- 
noir shot in New York and taking 
full advantage, even when the plot 
begins to pale, of the location. Ko- 
rean-American Lee exploits 
themes of biracialism and cultur¬ 
al identity in the story of 16-year- 


old pizza boy Ben’s ascension into 
the ranks of a highly dysfunction¬ 
al Korean Mafia group. There’s a 
heavy homo subtext here, with 
androgynous leader “J.D.” moon¬ 
ing over young Ben (Alex Man¬ 
ning). A successful early air of 
mystery eventually devolves into 
gangsta cliches, but the film re¬ 
mains intriguing to the (bitter) 
end. Director Lee might have 
thought twice, though, before 
casting Manning; he has to be the 
oldest-looking 16-year-old on the 
planet. 

Maryam is another New York- 
based (well, mostly suburban New 
Jersey) story, this one about an 
Iranian-American family’s grim 
experiences during the Iran 
hostage crisis, when Middle East¬ 
erners were all painted with the 
same broad brush of “terrorist.” 
Mariam Parris is fine as the con¬ 
flicted cousin of Ali Armin (David 
Ackert), who gives a strong but 
somewhat hysterical performance 
as a revolutionary who comes to 
America to assassinate the Shah of 
Iran. 

Among the fest’s oddities is 
South Korea’s Happy Funeral Di¬ 
rector, by Moon-11 Chang. The di¬ 
rector describes the subject of the 
film as “laughter and tears,” but 
that hardly captures what goes on 
here. The story concerns four peo¬ 
ple: an aging patriarch (Oh Hyun- 
Kyung) who wants his grandson

Jae-Hyun (Lim Chang-Jung) to 
take over his funeral business; and 
two strange young men, Chul-gu 
(Kim Chang-Wan) and Dae-shik 
(Chung Eun-Pyo), who are ready 
to join the business. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, nobody in the village dies, 
which leaves much time for the 
four to philosophize, fend off the 
sometimes obnoxious locals 
(“You just want to see my naked 
body after I die, right?” taunts an 
old lady), and play, as they cavort 
in the baths, wrestle, and general¬ 
ly fool around. The director says 
he did not instruct his actors on 
how to act, which may account for 
the engagingly ragged feel of the 
film.

Personal exposure 

There are plenty of solid docu¬ 
mentaries this go-round, but one 
of the best is Kim-Chi Tyler’s 
Chac. The director, who works at 
CNN, was determined to discover 
what happened between her Viet¬ 
namese parents that caused her 
mother to escape with her chil¬ 
dren to America with an Ameri¬ 
can man. The journey takes her to 
Vietnam, where she confronts — 
sometimes cruelly — her Viet¬ 
namese family. The film has the 
heft of a psychodrama as Tyler bit¬ 
terly probes her relatives — par¬ 
ticularly her real father, whose an¬ 
guish is painful to watch — to find 
a “truth” that’s elusive at best. 
What begins as an unretrievable 
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Ayumu Tokihho as Reiko #1 in I.K.U. 


past and an unbridgeable gulf be¬ 
tween cultures becomes a study in 
personal exposure and, perhaps, 
healing of both Tyler and her two 
families. This is a must-see film. 

Another festival standout, and 
a queer one at that, is Kaze Shin- 
do’s Love/Juice from Japan. Shin- 
do’s name will be familiar to 
cinephiles; she’s the granddaugh¬ 
ter of the great Kaneto Shindo (di¬ 
rector of Onibaba, among others). 
Maybe it’s in the blood, because 
this is an amazingly mature work 
for a 24-year-old. Kyoko, straight, 
and Chinatsu, dyke, are room¬ 
mates and best friends. Kyoko is a 
free spirit, doing whatever — and 
whomever — she pleases, while 
Chinatsu is a quiet artist who 
records her own life and the 
events around her in pho¬ 
tographs. Chinatsu inevitably falls 
for Kyoko, who accommodates 
her or not as whim dictates. The 
relationship becomes increasingly 
problematic as Chinatsu’s love 
grows while Kyoko is luring them 
off to be “bunnies” at a nightclub 
or trying to fuck the local pet- 
store boy. Director Shindo uses a 
lyrical tone throughout, even 
when the girls are getting down 
(“If you love me, I’ll let you eat 
me,” Kyoko says), and the film is 
shot in shimmering pastels that 
provide an unnervingly polished 
surface for all kinds of cruelties 
that simmer below. The casualness 
of the sexuality (Kyoko: “I want to 
see you come!” Chinatsu: “I only 
finger my teats and box!”) recalls 
that other recent baby-dyke clas¬ 
sic Show Me Love, but this one has 
such formal beauty and powerful 
suppressed emotions that it 
eclipses its predecessor. Love/Juice 
shows that Shindo is a talent to be 
watched. 

Unscreened but undoubtedly 


of interest is Yongyooth 
Thongkonthun’s The Iron Ladies, 
a Thai comedy described as “the 
inexorable march of a volleyball 
team composed mostly of trans¬ 
sexuals, transvestites, and some 
rather effeminate gay guys to the 
Thai male national champi¬ 
onships in 1996.” Sounds pretty 
inexorable all right. (If further en¬ 
ticement is needed, there’s always 
“April, May, and June, Jun’s trans¬ 
vestite triplet friends!”) 

More homo fun can be found 
in the Homo Knock Knock pro¬ 
gram, devoted to the boys (a cor¬ 
responding program, Grrrls, Un¬ 
interrupted, was not screened). 
These mini-movies are irresistible, 
and satisfying in a way that fea¬ 
tures can’t be — if you don’t like 
the one you’re watching, a new 
one will shortly take its place. Not 
that they’re all great, or even good. 
Greg Pak’s Po Mo Knock Knock is a 
silly postmodernist joke that even 
had the temerity to generate a 
brief documentary about itself, Po 
Mo Love Doc. Wayne Yung’s Field 
Guide to Western Flowers lovingly 
honors boys kissing boys, with 
giant magnolias and other flowers 
superimposed over the giddy 
tongue-swapping. More serious 
and satisfying is Richard Fung’s 
Sea in the Blood, a complex dual 
biography of the filmmaker and 
his treasured sister, who died of a 
rare blood disease. Fung conflates 
that disease and AIDS in visual¬ 
izations of a mysteriously seduc¬ 
tive realm of death — shots of 
swimmers moving slowly through 
a sea tinted with red. These images 
are powerful poetry indeed, and 
typical of the provocative plea¬ 
sures of this fest. ▼

28-year-old bachelor sees a 
1 j| cavalcade of calamity on 
*■ TV — mad cows, men in 
orange jumpsuits demonstrating 
for gay rights, a serial rapist as¬ 
saulting young men and cutting 
their balls off] The picture of the 
suspect looks mighty familiar — 
could it be his new girlfriend? 
Relax, Pilgrim, it’s not what you’re 
thinking. When Brendan Met 
Trudy, opening Friday at the Lu- 
miere, is not that kind of movie. 
Instead, it’s that rarest of films, an 
actual comedy where all the char¬ 
acters act and talk funny for the 
entire length of the film. Even the 
credits are funny! 


Coming from the fertile mind 
of Roddy Doyle ( The Commit¬ 
ments, The Snapper and The Van), 
When Brendan Met Trudy is an 
Irish throwback to the screwball 
era of American comedy, when 
Preston Sturges and Billy Wilder 
shook the rafters on the backlot of 
Paramount. Doyle’s hero is a ter¬ 
minally shy Dublin schoolteacher 
who, 30 years ago, would have ei¬ 
ther been living with his mother 
or joining the priesthood. Bren¬ 
dan’s mother gives him a Tam¬ 
agotchi for Christmas. “It’ll be 
company for you.” Brendan gives 
Mom the life of Jean-Luc Godard. 
“Of course, it’s not definitive, he’s 
not dead yet.” A terminal film 
buff, Brendan lives large vicari¬ 
ously, through the exploits of Bel¬ 


mondo, Fonda, Holden and 
Wayne. “Relax, Pilgrim.” 

One night after choir practice 
(Brendan does a mean solo of 
Cesar Franck’s Panis Angelicus ), 
Brendan is ambushed at the local 
pub by a brash young woman 
with an original pickup line. 
“Where’s the party?” Trudy takes 
Brendan to a boho party, where 
she embarrasses the shit out of 
him by insisting that he “sing us 
your penis song.” Humiliation is 
quickly followed by great sex. 
Brendan and Trudy fight and fuck 
a lot. Brendan discovers the joys of 
shopping for two. “I’ll buy you 
Tampex.” The couple wave at 
Trudy’s sister in Tokyo via an In¬ 
ternet camera at the post office. 
Otherwise, Trudy doesn’t seem to 
have any family, any history. She 
also goes out mysteriously at 
night, dressed in black and carry¬ 
ing rather heavy tools. Confront¬ 
ed, Trudy confesses. No, she’s not 
a Montessori teacher, but instead 
a house burglar. It’s just another 
next page ►

created a subterranean Roman 
universe without a conscience or 
a moral compass. It is an orgy of 
food, lust, hedonism, pansexuality 
and, yes, even cannibalism. 

Plot? There is a slim one which 
follows the pretty blond hero En- 
colpius (Martin Potter) and his 
beloved boytoy Giton (the miscast, 
chinless Max Born) from one ad¬ 
venture to another. Accompanying 
and antagonizing them is the dark¬ 
haired rival Ascyltus (Hiram Keller, 
who resembles a young John Cas¬ 
savetes), but in one scene he also 
runs his fingers lovingly through 
Encolpius’ blond locks. The homo¬ 
eroticism is the least of the scandals 
on display here, however. 
Nymphomaniacs and dwarves, 
Minotaurs and corrupt Empresses 
cavort across the surrealist sets that 
Fellini set up at Cinecitta Studios 
outside Rome, and the antics are 
sensational, indescribable and 
mostly inexplicable. 

Free threesome 

One tableau after another is pre¬ 
sented for the viewer’s considera¬ 
tion, as faces like Roman masks 
stare directly at the viewer while the 
most outrageous goings-on take 
place in their vicinity. After her 
owners commit suicide, an African 
slave, who appears to speak Gib¬ 
berish, gives into a giggly menage- 
a-troiswith Encolpius and Ascyltus. 
A tale-within-a-tale shows a newly 
widowed Roman matron suc¬ 
cumbing to the charms of a hand¬ 
some soldier who has briefly de¬ 
serted his post. An impromptu 
shipboard wedding is presided over 
by Roman matriarch Tryphaena 


(the always imperial Capucine), 
who performs a ceremony in which 
her husband, dressed in a yellow 
chiffon bridal gown, is wed to the 
handsome Encolpius. A starkly 
white young hermaphrodite, clear¬ 
ly on his deathbed, is trotted out 
across a desert landscape and wor¬ 
shipped like a god. 

The film is short on dialog and 
long on visual enticements. Fellini 
felt little need to explain his films 
to his public. (“I always direct the 
same film,” he once said. “I cannot 
distinguish between them.”) They 
just were. And love them or hate 
them, it is impossible to feel indif¬ 
ferent toward them. Self-indulgent 
Fellini Satyricon certainly is. But 
for anyone willing to give Fellini 
the benefit of the doubt for 129 
minutes, the visual rewards are 
great. Ironically, this noisy casin- 
ista director who thrived on creat¬ 
ing chaos was at his best in his 
quiet moments. When snow falls 
on the deck of a Roman galley, its 
oars rhythmically and silently 
swaying in the air, or when the 
only soundtrack (otherwise pro¬ 
vided by Nino Rota) is the 
whistling wind, the true poetry of 
Fellini’s vision shows itself. 

The Castro Theatre is project¬ 
ing a newly struck 35mm 
Widescreen print of the 1969 re¬ 
lease, with newly translated, “un¬ 
expurgated subtitles.” The dub¬ 
bing of the multinational cast re¬ 
mains a distraction in this, like 
many Italian films. But this term 
is a euphemism which means that 
all of the Italian parolaccie, or 
naughty words, will be translated 
literally in the English version. T

Betty Buckley to play Geary Theatre

' | ailing all open-minded 
straight men. Betty Buckley 
is looking for a beau. But 
one who can handle a self-de¬ 
scribed “high maintenance” kind 
of woman. 

“If any of your gay friends have 
straight friends,” Buckley said 
from New York, “send them my 
way.” 

The Tony Award-winning per¬ 
former arrives in San Francisco 
this weekend for a pair of concerts 
at the Geary Theater, and as much 
as she enjoys her career, she knows 
that it’s not the ideal situation for 
finding eligible men — especially 
someone who can handle a com¬ 
panion who frequently travels, 
who is committed to her career, 
and who very much has her own 
opinions. 

“Guys in our society are pro¬ 
grammed to want a certain kind 
of companion,” Buckley said. “I 
met this guy about a year ago, and 
there was a mutual attraction be¬ 
tween us. We were working on a 
project together. Rip Torn was also 
in our show, and he had been 
married to Geraldine Page, one of 
my favorite actresses. And this guy 
said, ‘Can you imagine being mar¬ 
ried to Geraldine Page?’ My at¬ 
traction at that point went thud¬ 
ding into the ground.” 

If there isn’t romance in Buck¬ 
ley’s life at the moment, she finds 
it every time she opens her mouth 
to sing. Many of the songs in her 
San Francisco concerts will be 
drawn from her recent Heart to 
Heart CD, and there will be some 
old favorites as well. Maybe 
“Memory” from Cats, and defi¬ 
nitely something from Sunset 
Boulevard — her two highest-pro- 
file Broadway shows. 

But don’t expect to hear 
“Meadowlark,” the soaring ballad 
that has long been one of her sig¬ 
nature songs. 

“I’ve outgrown it,” Buckley 


said. “It’s a young woman’s song. 
It’s a song about a younger 
woman’s longing and her dilem¬ 
ma about relationships. And I 
don’t feel that anymore. I just 
want to tell her, ‘Snap out of it.’” 

So what does Buckley look for 
in a song? “I like songs that have 
beautiful imagery,” she said. 
“Songs that I’ve lived with for a 
long time have their own little 
movies that run before my eyes as 
I sing them. And I love good char¬ 
acter songs. There is a kind of 
repertoire of characters that exist 
in my consciousness, kind of like 
these friends who I visit with dur¬ 
ing concerts.” 

Buckley, 54, calls herself a late 
bloomer. “I knew when I was 
young that my best work would be 
in these years and even later,” she 
said. “I knew I was a work-in¬ 
progress, and that I had to grow as 
a person. I’m beginning to get 
there.” 

Radio days 

She recalled standing on her 
back porch in Fort Worth when 
she was 13, listening to a song on 
the radio, and suddenly seeing 
into the future. “I had a real clear 
vision of the kind of singer I 
would be, and it was like, wow, it’s 
going to sound like this, and peo¬ 
ple will be affected like that. After 
we had recorded the Cats cast 
album and they brought my 
recording of ‘Memory’ to my 
dressing room and played it for 
me, there it was. Suddenly that 13- 
year-old’s vision came back to me. 
It was so cool.” 

Buckley had plenty of encour¬ 
agement for her aspirations back 
in Fort Worth, and she was a fre¬ 
quent performer on local stages, 
but that support did not extend 
into her own home. Her father, a 
fundamentalist Christian, likened 
show business to prostitution. He 
even blamed Betty Lynn for lead¬ 
ing her youngest brother into a 
gay lifestyle by introducing him to 
show business. 


“I’ve really had to work on let¬ 
ting myself have the success I’ve 
had because of the contrary pro¬ 
gramming that my father was very 
forceful about,” she said. “To this 
day, it’s still something I have to be 
very conscious of, because I have 
the tendency to undermine my¬ 
self. The ways I undid myself 
when I was younger were much 
more obvious, and now they’re 
very subtle.” 

During her Hollywood years in 
the late 70s, playing the step¬ 
mother on TV’s Eight Is Enough, 
Buckley thought she was solving 
her problems with cocaine. “When 
I was first in Hollywood,” she said, 
“Belushi, Dan Aykroyd, all of us 
who were young in that time peri¬ 
od experienced what most chil¬ 
dren of the ’60s experienced. And 
I went through it pretty quickly.” 
She went cold turkey, and has re¬ 
mained a teetotaler ever since. 

“I’m a meditator,” she said. 
“I’ve been a student of meditation 
and Eastern philosophy for almost 
30 years. And I’ve been an ardent 
student of psychology and my 
own self-analysis. It seems I still 
have some ways to go.” 

As for her sessions with her an¬ 
alyst, they now go far beyond the 
usual therapist-patient relation¬ 
ship. “I think of my analyst as a 
kind of life coach. I also think of 
her as a creative consultant. I’ll 
take a script to her and get her psy¬ 
chological evaluation of the char¬ 
acters I play. For example, my in¬ 
terpretation of Norma Desmond 
in Sunset Boulevard was very much 
a collaboration with my analyst.” 

Buckley played Norma 
Desmond for two years, first in 
London and then as Glenn Close’s 
replacement on Broadway. “It was 
the greatest two years of my life,” 
she said, “mainly because it was so 
challenging. So many things I did 
before that required just a small 
portion of what I had to offer. 
Sunset pushed me to the max, and 
then I had to stretch to grow be¬ 
yond that. I love stuff like that.” ▼

job, she says. “You get long holi¬ 
days. And so do we.” 

Brendan lies when he takes 
Trudy home to meet his family. 
“She’s a Montessori teacher.” “Oh, 
a nanny,” sniffs Brendan’s snotty 
sister Nuala. At which point, 
Trudy insults Nuala, and Mom 
goes off on a delightfully dotty riff 
on the word “motherfucker,” giv¬ 
ing that slutty slang the best exer¬ 
cise it’s had since Ving Rhames 
took it off its leash in Don King: 
Only in America. 

Modern madcap 

What Roddy Doyle pulls off in 
When Brendan Met Trudy is a 
madcap remake of Howard 
Hawks’ screwball classic Bringing 
Up Baby, in which a brash, utterly 
unflappable and sublimely 
self-confident young woman con¬ 
vinces a young man to choose life. 
Flora Montgomery’s Trudy, like 
Katharine Hepburn’s madcap 
heiress, simply does whatever she 
feels like doing at any moment. 
Standing Brendan up for their first 
date to see a pretentious Polish 
epic, Trudy explains that she 
“changed her mind. But I bet you 
stayed for the film, didn’t ya.” 


Montgomery goes for the comic 
jugular where the likes of Julia 
Roberts rely on potty-mouthed 
schtik. 

Peter McDonald’s Brendan has 
the loose-limbed assurance of a 
young Cary Grant. McDonald’s 
imitation of Duke Wayne’s walk in 
ill-fitting stolen sneakers is worth 
the price of admission, as is the 
duo’s superb impersonation of 
Jean-Paul Belmondo and Jean Se- 
berg’s car-stealing scene from 
Breathless, complete with hilarious 
French subtitles. 

First-time feature director 
Kieron J. Walsh does a fine job of 
integrating the film’s many 
“homage” scenes into a seamlessly 
funny comic romp — especially 
the opening glimpse of Brendan 
lying face-down in a gutter, shot 
from the angle of the stolen shoes. 
The first time, this tribute to Sun¬ 
set Boulevard establishes the film’s 
audaciously funny aspirations. 
The second time, the scene opens 
a gap as big as the Grand Canyon 
between Brendan’s Walter Mitty- 
like daydreams and Trudy’s insis¬ 
tence on living in the moment. ▼

lyrics that like to tug at the old 
heart-strings. In their place, Ray 
swoops down on one of her pet 
preys, the old-boy network that 
controls the mainstream music in¬ 
dustry, and that turns its back on 
women artists and all girls not cur¬ 
rently named Britney or Christina. 

Heads roll 

First head on the chopping 
block: Jann Wenner, Rolling Stone's 
notoriously sexist (and queer) 
publisher, who gets his own cho¬ 
rus on a gem called “Lucystoners.” 
Ray juxtaposes Wenner against the 
early 20th-century feminist Lucy 


Melissa York, along with bass play¬ 
er Alison Martlew), who back Ray 
on five of the tracks — and who 
Ray says “set the standard by which 
the whole record was made.” Dae¬ 
mon artists the Rock*A*Teens help 
out on a strangely upbeat number 
called “Black Heart Today,” and 
Danielle Howie’s incredibly rich 
vocals add weight and harmony to 
both the dirge-like “Measure of 
Me” and the punk rock an- 
themesque “On Your Honor.” 

The album is as much a showcase 
for these “friends of Amy” as it is for 
Ray to get a chance to do the kind of 
music that taps into her rebellious

1 t isn’t exactly supposed to be a 
" secret, but few outside the in- 
® dependent music world know 
that Amy Ray — one-half of the 
uber-successful Indigo Girls — has 
been running her own not-for- 
profit record label for more than 
10 years now. Daemon Records, 
based in Decatur, Georgia, was 
founded by Ray shortly after she 
and IG partner Emily Saliers made 
it to the majors with Epic and a 
couple of Grammy nods. Since 
1990, Daemon has been Ray’s way 
of keeping in touch with her 
down-home, Southern punk 
roots, by signing bands like the 
Rock*A*Teens and Three Finger 
Cowboy while continuing to craft 
the highly polished neo-folky 
sound that has become the verita¬ 
ble Indigo Girl trademark. 

Stag-marks Ray’s first solo effort, 
and her first turn at putting out her 
own record on her own label. Going 
for an outside-the-big studio, back- 
to-the-basement flavor, Ray recruit¬ 
ed some of her favorite indie artists 
from Daemon (why not?), as well as 
the dyke punk trio The Butchies, a 
couple of A-list independent-mind¬ 
ed rockers, and one former run- 
away-turned-Broadway star, to back 
her on various Stag tracks. In fact, 
there’s only one song on the entire 
CD, the rockabilly opening tune, 
“Johnny Rottentail,” in which Ray 
actually goes it alone, pummeling 
her mandolin and singing with 
more yee-ha! than most of Nashville. 
And she’s just warming up. 

Ray’s fans know of her inclina¬ 
tion to go electric (consider “Go” 
from the last Indigo Girls album, 
Come On Now Social, to be a 
warm-up act for Stag). Ray plugs 
in on Stag for the remaining nine 
tracks, and what you’ll hear is a 
rockin’ and sometimes edgy Ray 
who spent a year dropping in on 
some of her favorite musicians, 
often laying down tracks in home 
studios, where a regular part of the 
dilemma was figuring out what 
bathroom to put the amps in and 
trying not to trip over the space 
heaters. The songs are hardly typ¬ 
ical Indigo Girl fare — gone not 
only are the melodious harmonies 
and acoustic guitars, but also the 


Stone, a woman who refused to 
change her last name when she 
married, to show that when the 
going gets tough, girls can and will 
have more balls than boys. 

Along those lines, the opus-like 
“Hey Castrator” deserves equal at¬ 
tention. Before you get squeamish, 
the song is actually one-part attack 
on guys like Eminem and what 
makes them tick, and one-part at¬ 
tack on Ray’s own sometimes less- 
than-good-little Indigo Girl 
thoughts about others. She pleads 
in her tough-as-nails alto, “Take it 
out of me/ it makes me ill/ it makes 
me kill.”) One-time Breeder 
Josephine Wiggs provides the bass 
and keys, former Luscious Jackson 
drummer Kate Shellenbach drives 
the beat, and Joan Jett, tumbling in 
from an all-night Rocky Horror Pic¬ 
ture Show dress rehearsal, adds her 
incomparable rhythm guitar and 
sings what Ray terms a “Broadway- 
ish coda” to the end of the song. 

Stag makes good on Ray’s initial 
promise to “make a punky little 
record” between Indigo Girl tours. 
(IG fans can breathe a hefty sigh of 
relief — Ray and Saliers aren’t call¬ 
ing it quits.) It also provides a 
chance to get up to speed on the 
hot little band called The Butchies 
(a Durham, North Carolina-based 
grrrl group made up of former 
Team Dreschers Kaia Wilson and 


streak, in an atmosphere that lends 
itself to the record’s unlabored and 
spontaneous feel. For all its different 
participants, Stag delivers a remark¬ 
ably cohesive sound, due, in no small 
part, to Ray’s many years turning out 
nothing less with the Indigo Girls. 
Call it, as Ray does herself, chock-full 
of “Southern punk ethic-subversive- 
ness—with a smile.” And a couple a 
quick winks. ▼

THE LAVENDER BOOKSHELF 


Prickly heat 


by Jim Piechota 


Quill by Neal Drlnnan; St. Martin's Press, $22.95 

P rolific Australian author Neal Drinnan, who 
last year published some deliciously melodra¬ 
matic fare with Pussy's Bow, once again piles 
on the Queer as Folk -like 
flamboyance in this sassy tale 
of deceit and jealous love 
based in his homeland. 

Drinnan’s leading man is 
bestselling author Elliot 
Barnard, who has just pub¬ 
lished his novel Je Louse, 
which, in his ex-lover Blaise’s 
colorful language, weighs 
“more than a corpse... heav¬ 
ier than an affair.” Basically a 
roman & clef within an ex¬ 
pose, Elliot’s book intricately 
and illicitly details his past re¬ 
lationship with Blaise, with 
barely any effort spent on al¬ 
tering the proper names of 
those involved (d la Jackie 
Collins). 

This spicy tome, which 
Drinnan runs parallel to the 
narrative itself, shockingly 
reveals how Elliot and Blaise’s 
relationship deteriorated 
from mistrust and several 
sleazy infidelities. Soon 
everyone close to Blaise is reading the laughable 
novel, and pointing accusatory fingers. Finally, a 
mix of curiosity and boldness forces him to covert¬ 
ly read it himself, much to the disapproval of his 
new boyfriend Woody. The hidden secrets and dis¬ 
loyalties now in print (along with a few hindsight 
surprises) infuriate Blaise, creating hostility with 


Woody in the form of “huge, plate-smashing dra¬ 
mas.” A remorseful, manipulative Elliot then sud¬ 
denly returns to Australia from his hideaway on 
Long Island to pick up the pieces in Blaise’s life. 
And that frothy mess comprises just the first sec¬ 
tion of the book! 

“Gridiron,” Quilh second section, fast-forwards 
to the future and features Rose, Elliot’s mother, now 
keeping a vigil by her AIDS- 
stricken son’s bedside. Ex¬ 
quisitely somber, this portion 
of Quill is quite a shocking 
contrast in tone and texture 
to all of the bubbly hyperbole 
and fierce backbiting that 
came before it. At times, it 
reads as if Drinnan is owning 
up to some sort of cultural 
onus. This emotional down¬ 
shifting may be too sudden 
and dispiriting (and all-too- 
familiar) for some, but the 
emotional pull of Elliot’s 
health crisis, paired with the 
love and attention of friends 
flocking around him, gives 
new life to a once-hardened 
character. The capacity for 
literary heart and soul has 
never been on Drinnan’s 
most-wan ted list; however, 
these poignant scenes remain 
convincing, and the seg¬ 
ment’s finale is both revelato¬ 
ry and apposite. 

For those scouring queer bookshelves for an 
original fictional foray: alas, no new ground is bro¬ 
ken here. Despite this, Drinnan’s status as an exu¬ 
berant, campy author shouldn’t suffer. Though this 
might not be his best effort, hard-core fans and 
those with a penchant for punchy Australian lingo 
will find all the predictable commotion amusing. ▼

Funny gaze 

D avid MacLean has a few serious 
words to say about being an out- 
gay comedian: “As soon as you 
say to a comedy ciub owner, ‘I’m a gay 
comedian,’ they see their beer sales 
going out the window.” 

The Toronto stand-up comic, due in 
town Monday for a special guest-host 
appearance at our one bastion of queer 
comedy — Piaf’s Restaurant & Cabaret 
— finds himself thrown together (by 
choice) with other comics of his bent: 
Lisa Geduldig, Lesli Chollar, Scott Yeats, 
Dana Cory, Yayne Abeba, and Bridget 
Schwartz, at the regular Monday-night 
“Gay Comedy Showcase at Piaf’s,” pre¬ 
sented as always by QComedy.com’s 
Nick Leonard and Larry-bob. 

In anticipation of his visit, the vis¬ 
iting laughmeister declared: “Instead 
of trying to drill a way into the main¬ 
stream comedy circuit, I had to ask 
myself what and where my audience 
actually was. Did I want to spend the 
next few years desperately trying to ap¬ 
pease myself to a predominantly 
straight audience — which for me 
reeked of re-living my high school 
years, which isn’t an attractive 
prospect — or did 1 want to create a 
space for myself where I could develop 
my act and grow as a performer? I 
needed to find a welcoming audience.” 

Fortunately MacLean can expect to 
find such an audience at Piaf’s, which 
has afforded a venue for comedians set 
loose and adrift by the closing not so 
long ago of Josie’s Cabaret. 

MacLean insists attitudes towards 
gay comics by straight comedy-club 
owners are misguided. 

“Whenever I’ve done an open mic 
night at a name comedy club, I’ve usu¬ 
ally done very well; being gay is some¬ 
thing a so-called “mainstream” audi¬ 
ence understands. Gay identity, in 
many forms, has infiltrated popular 
culture. But I’ve still encountered nar¬ 
row minded room bookers. I had one 
manager actually say to me about my 
gay material, ‘1 don’t want my audi¬ 
ence coming here on a Saturday night, 
not knowing what they’re going to see, 
and then leave in disgust.’” 

Let’s be glad we have at least one 
haven for “alternative” comedians, if 
only on Monday nights. Otherwise 
MacLean and his ilk might have to 
straighten up their acts.V

Be prepared — 
to fight injustice 

' Scout's Honor' wins Freedom of 
Expression Award at Sundance Film Fest

||% cout’s Honor, a documentary 
*: about the conflict between 
the anti-gay policies of the 
Boy Scouts of America and the 
movement by many members to 
overturn them, has won the Play¬ 
boy Foundation’s Freedom of Ex¬ 
pression Award. It was presented 
recently during the Sundance 
Film Festival’s awards night pro¬ 
gram. The film also won the festi¬ 
val’s Audience Award. 

Directed and produced by Tom 
Shepard, Scout's Honor chronicles 
individuals who have spoken out 
against their expulsion from the 
Boy Scouts of America as a result 
of their sexual orientation. The 
film also follows the stories of a 
12-year-old boy and a 70-year-old 
man, both heterosexual, who con¬ 
tinually speak out against the anti¬ 
gay policies of the organization. 
The executive producer of Scout's 
Honor was D. Stuart Harrison. 

The most prominent ex-Scout 
is James Dale, whose case against 
the Boy Scouts was heard by the 
US States Supreme Court. Much 
of the grassroots challenge has 
been waged from Petaluma, Cali¬ 
fornia. Shepard covers the stories 
of a 12-year-old boy (Steven 
Cozza) and a 70-year-old man. 
Both are heterosexual, and by 
speaking out against this discrim¬ 
ination, they caused the very or¬ 
ganization they cherished to turn 
against them. In 1998, their strug¬ 
gle led to the founding of the 
group “Scouting for All.” 

Shepard was curious to find 
out what would motivate a young 


boy to take such a stand. He said 
he “began examining the moral 
life of a 12-year-old boy. We 
filmed this boy for three years, 
along with other individuals who 
have been ousted from the Boy 
Scouts because they are gay or be¬ 
cause they voiced opposition to 
the Boy Scouts’ ban on gays.” 

He added that “the film really 
looks at what happens when gay 
and straight people come together 
with a common purpose: to ex¬ 
punge prejudice.” 

Lavender documentary 

Shepard previously co-pro- 
duced and edited Camp Lavender 
Hill, an award-winning PBS docu¬ 
mentary. He also worked as an ed¬ 
itor at National Public Radio and 
produced an audio documentary 
on the history of public radio. 
Shepard graduated from Stanford 
University, where he majored in 
biology and film. 


Jurors for this year’s Freedom 
of Expression Award were Randy 
Barbato, director of The Eyes of 
Tammy Faye, a Freedom of Ex¬ 
pression Award nominee at last 
year’s festival; R.J. Cutler, director 
and executive producer of Ameri¬ 
can High, a 13-part series which 
will air this spring on PBS; Anne 
Makepeace, whose documentary, 
Baby, It's You, premiered in com¬ 
petition at the 1998 Sundance 
Film Festival; Merata Mita, who 
has been involved in film and 


video production for more than 
20 years, examining the indige¬ 
nous peoples of the South Pacific; 
and Freida Lee Mock, an Academy 
Award-winning director whose 
most recent film, Return with 
Honor, played at the 1999 Sun¬ 
dance Film Festival. 

The Playboy Foundation, the 
philanthropic arm of Chicago- 
based Playboy Enterprises, Inc., 
joined with the Sundance Institute 
in 1993 to create the juried award, 
one of only nine standing awards 
given at the festival and the only 
award based solely on content. 
The Freedom of Expression 
Award honors the film that “best 
investigates, informs and educates 
the public on an issue of social 
concern.” 

The Playboy Foundation has 
long recognized the power of film 
to expose injustice and advocate so¬ 
cial change. Since 1977, the Foun¬ 
dation has provided support for 


post-production and distribution 
of almost 100 documentary film 
and video projects, including win¬ 
ners of the Academy Award and the 
Emmy. Foundation-funded films 
have included: Damned in the USA, 
Atomic Cafe, Jupiter's Wife, An 
American Love Story, The Times of 
Harvey Milk, Before Stonewall, 
Trevor and Building Bombs. 

In 1993, the Playboy Founda¬ 
tion established the Freedom of 
Expression Award at the Sundance 
Film Festival to honor documen¬ 
tary films that best educate the 
public on issues of social concern. 
The first winner was Silverlake 
Life: The View from Here, a popu¬ 
lar video diary of two longtime 
gay companions from the time 
they discover they are HlV-posi- 
tive until their deaths from AIDS. 
It was produced and directed by 
Tom Joslin and Peter Friedman. 

Other gay and/or HIV-themed 
films have been winners as well. In 
1994, the winning film Heart of 
the Matter followed one woman’s 
struggle with HIV/AIDS. It was 
produced and directed by Amber 
Hollibaugh and Gini Reticker. 

In 1996, the award went to The 
Celluloid Closet. Produced and di¬ 
rected by Rob Epstein and Jeffrey 
Friedman, it showed how Holly¬ 
wood has reflected and defined 
the way people think about ho¬ 
mosexuals. 

Besides its support of film, the 
Playboy Foundation contributes to 
local and national nonprofit orga¬ 
nizations that protect personal 
freedom and promote social 
change. Since its inception in 1965, 
the Foundation has awarded more 
than $12 million in grants, in-kind 
contributions and public service 
ads to organizations concerned 
with First Amendment rights, civil 
liberties and social justice. ▼
